Air Force Bears Major 
Part of Reduction — 
Planes, Missiles and 
Construction to Be 
Affected. 


WASHINGTON, June 1 (UP) 
—Secretary of Defense Charles 
E. Wilson has ordered the armed 
services to cut their contracting 
for June by $500,000,000, a de- 
fense spokesman said today. 
The Air Force bears the bulk 
of the cut—$250,000,000. The 
Navy was ordered to reduce its 
obligations $150,000,000 and the 
Army $100,000,000. 

Wilson’s order, issued May 21, 
was made in an effort to hold 
down defense obligations for the 
last month of fiscal 1957—June. 
The Air Force is the only 
service to reply to Wilson's di- 
rective. It told Wilson today it 
will cut construction by $100,- 
000,000 and procurement in the 
fields of aircraft and guided 
missiles by $150,000,000.

The order was sent out from 
Wilson's office about the same 
time that directive was issued 
cracking down on Air Force 
“installment buying” of jet 
planes and missiles. 


Agreement Predicted. 

A Pentagon official express- 
ed confidence today that a dis- 
agreement between the Defense 
Department and the Air Force 
over the “installment buying” 
order was being “ameliorated.” 
He predicted it would be set- 
tled in discussions among the 
principals.

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Committee Will Meet 
With Illinois Coun- 
terpart to Work Out 
Program for Devel- 
_ oping This Area.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 1— 
Efforts to work out a joint Mis- 
souri-Illinois legislative pro- 
gram to strengthen the Bi- 
State Development Agency will 
be undertaken by a special 
Senate-House committee au- 
thorized in a resolution passed 
in the final minutes before ad- 
journment of the two houses 
of the Missouri Legislature last 
night. 


The committee ,which will be 
composed of six members, will 
meet with a similar committee 
named by the [Illinois Legis- 
lature to write legislation that 
will be presented to the 1959 
sessions in both states. 


Illinols approved a bill giv- 
ing the bi-state agency addi- 
tional powers in 1953, but the 
Missouri Legislature failed to 
act on an identical bill present- 
ed to it in 1953, 1955 and 1957. 
The Senate Judicial Commit- 
tee killed essential elements of 
the bill earlier in the session. 


Sponsors of the bi-state legis- 
lation are seeking to improve 
the marketability of the agency’s 
revenue bonds to finance im- 
provements in the St. Louis 
metropolitan area. The right of 
condemnation and right to op- 
erate railroad facilities also are 
sought, 


L. J, Sverdrup, chairman of 
the Bi-State Development 
Agency, testified before the Mis- 
souri Senate committee that the 
agency had experienced diffi- 
culty in finding a market for 
its bonds because of restrictions 
under the present law. 


Interest on bonds for the 
agency’s first project, a $1,500,- 
000 wharf and terminal near 
Granite City, was a high 4% per 
cent, he said. Had the bonds 
been mregotiable the interest 
would Have been 244 per cent, 
he explained. 


The agency has been unable 
to take action on other major 
projects, including a program 
to provide facilities for new in- 
dustry in the St. Louis area, be-

They felt the bill was_un- 
constitutional because it dealt 
with two distinct matters, broad- 
ening of the Bi-State Agency's 
authority and outlining the 
manner in which its funds could 
be invested. 

Another question was raised 
about a provision permitting 
guardianship funds to be in- 
vested in revenue bonds. There 
already is a law that sharply 
limits investment of such funds. 

The -resolution establishing 
the Senate-House committee ws 
approved by the Senate yester- 
day afternoon, but the House 
did not take action until 11:51 
p.m., nine minutes before final 
adjournment.

' regular five-month session, The 
| legislators were unusually at- 
_tentive to the wishes of lobby- 
| ists and special interest groups, 

and, in the absence of guidance 

from the Governor on most ma- 
| Jor matters, operated in a gen- 
| erally aimless and purposeless 
| manner. 

The Legislature rammed 
through a record one-year state 
budget of $488,524,740 for the 
next fiscal year, beginning 
July 1. 

| This huge spending program 
exceeds by $65,000,000 the an- 
|mual state appropriations for 
the last two years, without tak- 
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iting the interest that banks can 
pay the state on time deposits 
of idle state funds to 1 per 
cent, although federal banking 
laws permit payment of inter- 
est up to 3 per cent if the de- 
posit period is extended. This 
measure was sponsored by the 
State Bankers Association. 

How Labor Lobby Fared. 

The influential labor lobby 
was less effective than usual, 
losing its bill for outright re- 
peal of Missouri's King-Thomp- 
son utility anti-strike law and 
a proposal for a state minimum 
wage. 

It succeeded, however, in per- 
suading the Legislature at the 
last minute to pass a prevailing 
wage law, under which per- 
sons employed on public works 
projects anywhere in the state 
must be paid no less than the 
usual wage for such work in 
that locality. 

Labor and business interests 
agreed on bills to increase un- 
employment and workmen's 
compensation benefits, and the 
Legislature promptly passed 


em. 

One of the most important 
enactments this session is the 
state nursing home inspection 
and licensing law. Passage fol- 
lowed the Warrenton fire last 
Feb. 17, in which 72 persons 
were killed. Gov. Blair threw 
the full weight of hif office be- 
hind the measure when the 
Post-Dispatch reported exis- 
tence of fire rds in many 
nursing homes which state offi- 
cials had not acted to correct. 
The bill was passed in near- 
record time. 

New Juvenile Code. 

Other legislation in the pub- 
lic interest was passed, includ- 
ing bills revising and modern- 
izing the state juvenile code, 
the probation and parole sys- 
tem and administration of the 
state’s mental health programs. 

Also enacted were bills au- 
thorizing the State Board of 
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Education to set up special 


polling places to cast ballots in 
all elections held last April. 

A bill was passed to create a 
state human rights commission

Garesche, announcing he fa- 
vored the charter, pointed out 
that the committee had failed 
to take a stand on various issues 
in the past and added that “if 
we have no opinion to present 
to the voters, then we have no 
right to expect their support.” 

Discussing political implica- 
tions of the matter, Garesche 
said that “while some people 
have given the opinion that the 
new charter will hurt the Re- 
publican Party, it is my feeling 
that it could not possibly hurt 


our cause any more than that | 


of the Democrats. 

“As a matter of fact, I feel 
that this new charter is defi- 
nitely good and beneficial for 
all the people of St. Louis. And 
certainly what is good for the 
people is politically expedient 
for our party.” 

He added that he personally 
is in favor of the proposed 
document and would support it 


| to the best of his ability. 


First Political Support. 

Garesche is the first member 
of a political committee to an- 
nounce support for the charter. 
Earlier, while the board of free- 
holders was debating systems 
for legislative bodies, Chairman 
John J. Dwyer of the Demo- 
cratic City Central Committee 
announced in favor of the 7-7-1 
plan for electing aldermen. 
Dwyer reserved opinion on the 
entire document, however. 

The 7-7-1 plan, wihch has be- 
come the most controversial fea- 
ture of the instrument, calls for 
election of seven aldermen by 
wards and seven others and the 
alidermanic president at large. 
Under the present charter all 
28 aldermen are chosen by 
wards and only the president, at 
large. 

The Communist party of Mis- 
souri issued a statement yester- 
day opposing the charter be- 
cause of 7-7-1 and other “weak- 
nesses” relating to civil service 
and civil rights. 

On civil service, the statement 
objected that the proposed char- 
ter containued no provision for 
representation of labor or Ne- 
groes on the Civil Service Com- 
missions The proposed Civil 
Rights Commission would have 
insufficient authority “to satis- 
fy the aspirations of the Negro 
people for first-class citizen- 
ship,” and the 7-7-1 plan would 
discriminate against small busi- 
ness, labor, Negroes and inde- 
pendent candidates, the Com- 
mnuists said.

ons manufacture and diverting 
stockpiles to peaceful uses 
should be quickly achieved. 
Few, if any, informed officials 
here think that is likely. 

Far more likely — assuming 
there is some possibility of ac- 
cord with the Russians—is a 
first step plan for cutting back 
non-atomic weapons, military 
manpower and military costs. 
This could be accomplished 
with a minimum of internation- 
al inspection inside any coun- 


According to American think- 
ing, the weapons would simply 
be turned over at internation- 
ally controlled disarmament 
depots so there would be no 
question about fulfillment of 
the cutback agreed on. 


Nuclear Weapons. 


In the field of nuclear weap- 
ons, efforts to prevent the 
spread of atomic weapons into 
the hands of other nations will 
be keyed, officials said, to what- 
ever agreement can be worked 
out with Russia—if any. 

That means that the United 
States is not asking countries 
like France to forswear their 
right to make atomic weapons 
without offering a bargain in 
return. The bargain is that the 
three atomic powers should at 
the same time take steps to be- 
gin to go out of the nuclear 
arms business. Stassen is re- 
ported to have given France as- 
surances on this point and 
French officials are said to be 
Satisfied. 

What the whole matter comes 
down to is this: If Britain, the 
United States and Russia should 
agree as part of a first step in 
a disarmament program to halt 
the manufacture of nuclear 
weapons, stop tests and begin 
reducing stockpiles then other 
countries also would be urged

The communique he issued with the 
President was a political as well as a 
diplomatic document and gives American 
support to Adenauer’s replies to the 
Social Democratic arguments made in the 
Bundestag on May 10 against the possible 
use of atomic weapons by North Atlantic 
Treaty forces to stop Soviet aggression. 

Germans who have followed the cam- 
paign of Adenauer and his Christian 
Democratic Union for re-election said 
that three weeks ago the Chancellor and 
his followers were fearful that the Social 
Democrats and the smaller minority party 
had made some inroads on the Adenauer 
support. The strong wording of the com- 
munique, they said, would be of great 
help to the Christian Democrats in the 
remaining 15 weeks of the campaign. 

7 « * 

THE COMMUNIQUE followed the line 
of the “government declaration” delivered 
during the Bundestag debate which said 
in part: 

“Today it is no longer possible for the 
Federal Republic to pursue a security 
policy in isolation. Solely in association 
with our allies can the measures be under- 
taken which alone are suitable for pre- 
venting the outbreak of war and thereby 
protecting all Germany from becoming 
involved. 

“Hitherto, the Federal Government has 
not asked for atomic equipment of the 
Bundeswehr, nor has such equipment 
been offered or pressed upon it. It 
is the Government’s expressed wish 
that this problem may solve itself by 
the conclusion of a disarmament agree- 
ment. Our country is the ohly nation in 
the world to have voluntarily renounced 
the manufacture of the means of mass 
destruction. Within the Western Euro- 
pean Union, the Federal Republic, to- 
gether with her partners, has subjected 
herself to armament limitation and con- 
trol. These are concrete contributions 
of the Federal Republic to the disarma- 
ment endeavors of the world. 

“Until the disarmament efforts lead 
te success, the Federal Republic cannot 
—in the interests of security—deny the 
armed forces of the United States, 
which are the backbone of our common 
defense, the right to have available such 
w weapons which are at least 
en a par with those of the Red Army 
in the corresponding area.” 

Sentiment in the Bundestag, called the 
lower house of the legislature although it 
has more power than the indirectly elect- 
ed Bundesrat, appeared so strong against 
the possible use of atomic weapons that 
Adenauer had one of his rare differences 
with President Eisenhower on interna- 
tional questions. The Christian Demo- 
crats sponsored a resolution saying:

ons. A sign of his new confidence was 
his assertion that he wanted the German 
forces to be equipped with “the best and 
most modern arms” so they would be in a 
position to deter aggression. Later he 
pointed out that at present the atomic 
weapons are in the custody of the United 
States and that American law would have 
to be changed before they could be given 
to the Western Allies. Should the law be 
changed, he said, the attitude of Germany 
would depend on what other states do.

THE GREATEST American help to the 
Christian Democratic campaign came in 
the wording of the communique and the 
warmth of the American welcome for 
Adenauer. The document used the word 
“reunification” seven times and the 
thought was expressed in other ways. 

Despite the diplomatic ban on interfer- 
ence in foreign elections, there can be no 
question that Republican and Democratic 
leaders in this country agree in their 
ardent support of the 8l-year-old Chan- 
cellor.

Bill Finally Passed — An 
Example of Tactics by a 
Minority in Congress.

HE greatest strategists in Con- 
T gress are the Southerners who, by 
virtue of their political longevity 
and shrewdness, generally manage to 
outwit their far more numerous 
Northern opponents. One of their 
most useful tactics is that of the 
stall; the parliamentary foot-dragging 
which, if it does not demolish its tar- 
get directly, often softens it up for 
envelopment from the flank. 


For the last three months a small band 
of Southern partisans has been waging 
just this sort of oblique guerrilla warfare 
against civil rights legislation while the 
massed ranks of the supporters of these

bills have wrung their hands in helpless 
dismay on the sidelines. 

They have not succeeded yet in killing 
civil rights legislation for this season— 
there is a suspicion, indeed, that that is 
net what they want to do anyway—but 
they have succeeded in backing it into a 
corner, so to speak, where the remainder 
of the battle can be fought on their own 
terms.

THE UPSHOT of all this maneuvering 
as it appears now, is that a civil rights 
bill of some sort is likely to become a law 
whose terms have been dictated largely 
by its Southern opponents. 

The achievement of this victorious 
paradox derives from the fact that the 
Southerners were able to control the all- 
important time schedule by which , the 
program wormed its way through the 
legislative labyrinth.

So the tendency In the weeks ahead 
will be either to push civil rights mat- 
ters aside or—and this seems more 
likely—to make whatever compromises 
are necessary to get it disposed of 
quickly and peacefully. 

Let us see first how this “strategy of 
delays” work, and then take a look at its 
probable consequences. 

Bills almost identical with the four- 
part civil rights package requested by the 
Administration were introduced in the 
House and in the Senate early in this ses- 
sion of Congress. Basically, they call for 
(1) creation of a nonpartisan study com- 
mission; (2) setting up of a special civil 
rights section in the Department of Jus- 
tice; (3) widened authority for the prose- 
cution of civil rights violations, and (4) 
new legislation to protect minority voting 
rights. 

Both parties, by their platforms, were 
more irrevocably pledged to civil rights 
legislation this year than they had been 
before, but the Southern opposition was 
as implacable as ever. With all the in-

It just happened that at meeting after 
meeting the chairman would bang the 
opening gavel and announce: “Senator 
Ervin has the floor.” Over a period of 
four weeks, the erudite Tarheel reviewed 
the rights of man from Magna Carta, up- 
ward. When his declamation began at 
last to peter out Eastland managed to un- 
see the raised hand of Hennings and to 
recognize Senators John McClellan of 
Arkansas, Olin Johnson of South Caro- 
lina and others to discuss such issues as 
right-to-work laws.

THE CHAIRMAN could not be moved 
to hold more than the one stipulated 
meeting a week, or to extend them a mo- 
ment beyond the noon bell summoning 
the Senate into session, And on the days 
when the agenda was least crowded, a 
legal quorum somehow could not be re 
cruited. 

Two weeks ago, Hennings managed te 
get the floor for his report, but the 
committee’s time since has been spent 
debating amendments which various 
members hepe to attach te it. The pros- 
pect now is that a greatly diluted civil 
rights bill will be reported out te the 
Senate about the middie of June. 

This has been the major strategy of 
the Southern opponents of civil rights 
throughout this battle so far—to block 
serious consideration of the measure until 
the session was far advanced. Proponents 
of the bill recognized at the outset that 
unless they got consideration early, their 
cause probably was lost. The Southerners 
have won all rounds up to now.

An Earlier Tunnel 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In the first hundred years of its 
distinguished history, the American 
Institute of Architects has only rare- 
ly spoken out in behalf of any par- 
ticular work of architecture. 


One of these occasions related to 
an invasion of the approved plan of 
the city of Washington and is de- 
scribed in the “A.LA.’s First Hun- 
dred Years,” by Henry H. Saylor, 
as* follows: 

. *. . 

“President Peabody cng ne out 
that numerous protests by chapters, 
objecting to permission having been 
given the Pennsylvania Railroad to 
cross the Mall, were of no avail until 
the Institute focused the country’s 
attention upon the whole plan of the 
Capital. 

“Burnham, when offered the com- 
mission to design the Pennsylvania 
Raiiroad Station, remonstrated with 
the railroad’s president, Alexander 
J. Cassatt, arguing that the station 
as proposed would seriously mar the 
Capital’s future plan. Cassatt re- 
plied that some other architect 
doubtlessly would be glad to make 
the plans if Burnham refused. 


“Brought to Washington and led 
to the terrace of the Capitol’s west 
front, Cassatt was given a vision of 
the future city in which the Mall 
was to be a vital element. He turned 
to Burnham and said, ‘You need not 
go on with the development of those 
plans yet.’ 

"Soon after that, Burnham's com- 
mission of giants met Cassatt in 
Léndon. The railroad man said, ‘I 
have, on consideration of this whole 
business, come to the conclusion that 
the Pennsylvania Railroad is not 
big enough to stand in the path of 
the United States.’ 

“Congress was persuaded to grant 
permission for a tunnel under Cap- 
itol Hill, so that the southern rail- 
roads could reach the site of the 
present Union Station — a fitting 
gateway to the nation’s Capital.”

In May 1957 the American Insti- 
tute of itects again took action, 
this time backing up an earlier 
courageous stand on the part of the 
St.Louis chapter. Curiously enough 
the-matter again involved the mar- 
ring of a magnificent architectural 
concept for a national memorial by 
a utilitarian structure—and the solu- 
tio of the problem was the same. 


This time it was not Capitol Hill 
that- needed to be tunneled but only 
a sliort distance under the still-unde- 
veloped slope of the Mississippi 
river bank at St. Louis. For the 
P Ivania Railroad, the many 
rabiee going to make up the Ter- 
minal railroad group are _ substi- 
tutéd. But the principle remains 
thé Same: That no railroad or group 
of yallroads is “big enough to stand 
inthe path of the United States.” 

splendid resolution of the 
ear difficulty did honor to both 
the architect, Daniel H. Burnham, 
and to Alexander J. Cassatt, pres- 
ident of the Pennsylvania Railroad. 
Let us hope we may soon have occa- 
sion to honor similarly those respon- 
sible-for the operation of the rail- 
roads concerned in this issue.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch:

St. Louis district could become a less desirable 
place in which to live. 

This is not to imply, or even hint at, any de- 
cline in business activity now. Far from it. The 
city is unusually alive and prosperous. As the 
Chamber of Commerce has pointed out, more 
plants and businesses have moved in than have 
moved out in the last six years. And of course 
St. Louis’s widely-diversified industrial base is 
the envy of one-industry towns like Detroit. 
But while St. Louis is growing it is not growing 
fast enough. 

As is evidenced from Staff Correspondent 
Harry Wilensky’s reports from such places as 
Oklahoma City, Dallas, Boston and Kansas City, 
the St. Louis area is faced with vigorous compe- 
tition for new industry. Civic and commercial 
leaders in those communities have been both 
active and effective in attracting new business 
from all over the country. There is no reason 
why St. Louis, with its geographical and other 
advantages, cannot compete on at least even 
terms. 

* + . 

The primary problem is space. Communities 
which have developed industrial sites are the 
ones that are attracting industry. Dallas has 
built 17 industrial districts totaling some 5300 
acres. Kansas City has developed an industrial 
airport of 2200 acres as a prime location for 
businesses that can profit from high-speed move- 
ment of freight. 

Within St. Louis itself new industrial sites 
will have to come about through redevelopment 
of slum areas, with the Mill Creek Valley first 
on the list. The Federal Government has ear- 
marked $18,413,000 as a capital grant for this 
project. The city’s Land Clearance Agency 
should push ahead on it with all the vigor at 
its command. 

The most promising site, however, lies in the 
Columbia Bottoms, some 15 miles north of down- 
town. This tract of more than 4000 acres al- 
ready is owned by the city, having been pur- 
chased for $1,250,000 several years ago as an 
airport site. That use no longer is feasible and 
the ground is standing idle. 

The Bi-State Development Agency has indi- 
cated a belief that the Bottoms may be suscepti- 
ble of development as an industrial park com- 
plete with river, rail and truck terminals. This 
would be a magnificent prize. Unfortunately, 
the Missouri Legislature has adamantly refused 
to give Bi-State the powers it needs to make its 
revenue bonds attractive to investors, and Bi- 
State’s hands are tied. The Illinois Legislature 
made such a grant in 1953. 

. - . 

Whenever the Missouri Legislature is called 
into special session, this year or next year, cer- 
tainly the Bi-State need should be included in 
the call. The agency is potentially one of this 
district’s highest trumps in the competition for 
industry. It ought to be made whole. 

A great deal more attention to the needs of 
new industry also is indicated for St. Louis 
county. The county will find itself increasingly 
hard put to provide even the barest governmen- 
tal services without the balanced tax structure 
that industry would provide. 

Moreover, with St. Louis built up as it is, most 
of the metropolitan area's potential sites lie 
either in the county or on the East Side. A 
circumferential highway such as the one that 
stimulated so much industrial activity around 
Boston is planned to loop this metropolitan dis- 
trict. The major arcs in St. Louis county and 
on the East Side could prove as attractive to 
industry as in Boston, 

Private capital also may have to lend a hand 
in site development, perhaps along the lines of 
Greater Oklahoma City Inc., a creature of the 
Chamber of Commerce there. GOC acts pri- 
marily as an agency for buying up land and 
holding it for future use; a companion agency, 
Oklahoma Industries Inc,, is in the business of 
building plants for prospective new businesses. 

All of which suggests that the St. Louls area 
can do a great deal if its leaders are determined 
that the area shall move ahead. St. Louis can 
compete if it displays determination and vision. 
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Finer Fact of Life 

The noble dog, as far as we can see, is getting 
nobler every year. The Hon. Morgan M. Moul- 
der of Missouri, extending his remarks in the 
Congressional Record, has given “thought to 
some of the finer facts of life,” and said 1014 
kind words (with quotations) for a bronze mon- 
ument to commemorate a hound dog—a Missouri 
hound, of course. 

This monument has been proposed by the 
citizens of Warrensburg, a city in which the 
late Senator George G. Vest lies buried under 
an unpretentious stone. It was Senator Vest 
who made Old Drum famous, and told a sympa- 
thetic jury considering the case of a man who 
shot Old Drum in cold blood, “A dog is man's 
best friend.” 

That was in 1870. It merely confirmed what 
every right-thinking Missourian already knew, 
that it is a dangerous thing in these parts to 
shoot a coon hound, a fox hound, .a liver hound 
or a yaller hound or any hound, or any dog at 
all. Or even to kick one. A Thomas Hart Ben- 
ton Mural in the State Capitol depicts an inci- 
dent in which the phrase, “Quit kickin’ my houn’ 
dog aroun’,” had an effective political result. 

We would not say that Missourians today love 
their hound dogs, or any dogs, more than Mis- 
sourians 90 years ago. But as far as we know, 
nobody in 1870 proposed erecting a monument 
to a hound dog either. Time marches on, from 
Senator Vest to Representative Moulder. 

Today, a man is dog's best friend. 
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Small Boats and Water Safety 

The traffic problem created by millions of 
motor vehicles is likely soon to be matched by 
the water traffic problem created by millions of 
small pleasure craft on the nation's coastal and 


In slightly less than 40 years the number of 
small boats in the United States has risen from 
100,000 to more than 6,000,000. Amost gone 
are the big craft such as the Corsairs, Sham- 
rocks and Nourmahals; boats of five tons or 
more number only 4000. But there are nearly 
5,000,000 small outboards. 

The St. Louis area, with all its adjacent waters, 
has its share of these craft and some larger 
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tors were not familiar with seamanship, boating 
rules and water and weather hazards. 

The committee proposes that all craft under 
16 feet in length be required to register. 


reckless or negligent operation. 

It is to be hoped that the committee finishes 
the drafting of its proposed boating law in time 
for action by this session of Congress. 
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The USIA and The Press 

Anybody who knows anything about the news- 
paper business knows that the United States In- 
formation Agency did not buy itself a favorable 
press by hiring professional newspaper men, 
along with college professors and others, to 
write special articles for its use abroad. 

When Senators Lyndon Johnson and J. W. 
Fulbright implied that such was the case, they 
either had tongue in cheek or were being more 
naive than they ought to be about how news 
papers operate. 

USIA payments were made to reporters for 
both the Chicago Tribune, which we suspect is 
just about as unfriendly to USIA as Senator 
Johnson is, and The New York Times, which 
has editorially supported that agency’s work. 
We are quite sure that in neither case were 
editorial views influenced in the slightest by 
the fact that one of the newspaper’s reporters 
did some writing on the side for USIA. 

We have equal confidence that no influence 
was exerted on the Baltimore Sun, the New 
York Herald Tribune, the Chicago Sun-Times, 
the Milwaukee Journal, the Portland Oregonian 
and others. 

And we can certainly assure Senator Ful- 
bright that the Post-Dispatch in formulating its 
opinion of the USIA has not been influenced 
by the fact that a Post-Dispatch reporter did 
some “stringer” correspondence for USIA, a 
government agency. It has long been accepted 
practice for reporters to do similar work on 
their own time for private publications. The 
USIA has declared its employment of reporters 
was necessary because the established news 
agencies refuse to sell their service to it. 

While the effects of this employment in the 
present case may be debatable, we distinguish 
between them and the possible long-range 
effects of government employment of active 
newsmen.. About these-we have positive mis- 
givings. 

We think both government and press are 
better off at arm’s length. If a practice of wide- 
spread government payments to working report- 
ers became established, it is conceivable that 
some day the press, or parts of it, might wake 
up to find itself living on a public subsidy it 
could not do without. The principle of a free 
press requires that newspapers avoid situations 
which might ultimately or even possibly com- 
promise their independence. And vigilant de- 
fense of this principle requires that question- 
able practices be halted before they become an 
acknowledged evil. 

This is why the Post-Dispatch believes that 
working newspaper men should not also work 
for the Government press service. 
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The Most Unsafe Homes 

A fire safety expert’s classification of nursing 
homes as this country’s most unsafe places of 
residence presents in telling terms the acute na- 
ture and national scope of the problem. 

Chester I, Babcock, manager of the fire rec- 
ord department of the National Fire Protection 
Association, listed 15 notable nursing-home 
fires of the past decade in which altogether 
283 lives have been lost. To Missouri's discredit 
three of those fires bear the name of this state— 
at Puxico, 10 dead; at Hillsboro, 20; at Warren- 
ton, 72. 

It can accrue instead to Missouri's everlasting 
credit if our state will show the 47 other states 
the way to an enlightened program of care for 
elder citizens. In forward-looking fire-safety reg- 
ulations we are already well on our way. The 
principal deterrent is the economic one of 
money to build, equip and operate nursing 
homes of adequate quality and still keep rents 
low enough to be afforded by old-age pensioners. 

The solution of that financial problem could 
bring Missouri credit as great as the shame we 
now feel on looking back to the fires at Warren- 
ton, and Hillsboro, and Puxico. 
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Taxpayers’ Bill at Hell’s Canyon 

The whole financial basis of the rationale 
through which the Eisenhower Administration 
forfeited the rich Hell's Canyon stretch of the 
Snake river to the Idaho Power Co. has now 
been brought into question. 

The chief accountant of the Federal Power 
Commission, Russell C. Rainwater, estimates the 
federal tax subsidy to the utility on its projected 
dams there will cost the Treasury about $83,500,- 
000. He estimates that compounded at 6 per 
cent over the 50-year period involved, the saving 
to Idaho Power will amount to $339,000,000. 

The cost of the two dams is estimated at ap- 
proximately $103,000,000. Accordingly, the tax- 
payers will in the final picture have put up 
some 80 per cent of their cost. And the Idaho 
Power Co. will have received the dams virtually 
as a gift, plus their value twice over from the 
tax subsidy—plus a third sum equal to their 
total value in profits from the sale of power. 

Yet the announced reason of the then Secre- 
tary of Interior, Douglas McKay, for withdraw- 
ing from the projected federal dam at Hell's 
Canyon four years ago, was economy. 

“The cost of the Hell's Canyon project is not 
small, and bears examination in the light of 
present efforts to balance the national budget,” 
said Mr. McKay. He estimated the cost of the 
dam and power plant at $357,000,000. 

The question that rises larger and larger is: 
Would it be preferable for the people of the 
United States to spend $357,000,000 te own a 
dam that would pay for itself and produce 
valuable by-products of flood control, irrigation 
and phosphate fertilizer while doing so? 

Or would it be better for the taxpayers to pay 
four fifths of the cost of building dams for a 
private company—inferior in power production, 
in power cost and in flood control—and have 
nothing to show for it in the end?

By calling to mind all the things that 
are noxious in our mass “arts”—the 
ugly comic books, the repressive atti- 
tude toward sex exhibited in so-called 
expose magazines, and so on-—some 
critics convince themselves that Amer- 
ica is becoming a cultural cesspool. 

Critics who see only this aspect of 
America’s cultural life are giving us a 
misleading picture of what is happening 
in our country today. 

‘As Jacques Barzun points out, “Cul- 
ture, like all human things, is imper- 
fect, but to be criticizable at all it must 
first exist and be lively. Ours exists 
and lives an intense life.” 

How vital is “mass culture” in Amer- 
ica today? Let us turn to the medium 
of television first. ) 

Earlier this season 26,000,000 viewers 
saw a remarkable performance of “The 
Lark” on a Sunday evening. 

As Time magazine pointed out, “ “The 
Lark’ was seen by roughly 125 times 
the number who saw actress Julie Har- 
ris’s 208 Broadway performances, and 
probably more than have seen all the 
Joans of the American stage combined.”

The season has also seen extremely 
skillful productions of Shaw’s “Man 
and Superman,” “Mayerling,” and orig- 
inal television dramas.

N SPITE OF THE PRESIDENT’S unconditional indorsement of 

the mutual security programs of foreign aid and Secretary of 

Defense Charles E. Wilson's loyal backing of the military 
assistance and defense support programs, the appropriations for 
foreign aid wili be a major target for budgetary economy. 


One reason for this, and this 
reason is now admitted infor- 
mally by personnel in the In- 
ternational Co-operation Ad- 
ministration, which has over-all 
charge of the programs, is the 
excessive and needless secrecy 
that surrounds them. 

The money allocations for 
military assistance and defense 
support, for which $3,374,000,- 
000 is being spent this year, are 
broken down into major areas, 
such as Far East, South Asia, 
Near East and Africa, Europe 
and Latin America. 


The public is not permitted 
to know how much of this vast 
sum goes to Nationalist China, 
Iran or France, for example. 
Under these conditions it is al- 
most impossible for an outsider 
to make any sort of rational 
evaluation of the program. It 
must be taken on faith. Even 
Congress complains that it can- 
not get sufficient information 
about the mutual security pro- 
grams. 

Iran, for example, in spite of 
its very large revenues from 
petroleum, is getting both mili- 
tary assistance and defense sup- 
port in unrevealed amounts, 
while Iraq, also having oil reve- 
nues, buys its military equip- 
ment from Great Britain, get 
some minor logistical military 
assistance from the United 
States, but no defense support. 

In Korea, 20 army and one 
marine division are maintained, 
a far larger force than Korea 
can support, The United States 
is supporting 21 Nationalist di- 
visions on Formosa and Gener- 
alissimo Chiang Kai-shek has 
three more organized that the 
United States refuses to assist. 

In South Viet Nam, the 
United States is supporting a 
military force of 150,000 men, 
and Ngo Dink Diem, its presi- 
dent, wants to increase it, But 
a United States citizen is not 
permitted to know how much 
these establishments cost the 
United States. 

Korea’s Huge Share. 

Testimony in the appropria- 


tions hearings last year indi- 


cated that about half a billion 
dollars of the military assis- 
tance for the Far East and 
South Asia was to go to Korea. 
In addition $300,000,000 was 
provided for defense support. 

If the cost of keeping two 
American divisions and other 
forces in South Korea is added 
to military assistance and de- 
fense support, it can be seen 
that the United States is spend- 
ing more than a billion dollars 
annually to maintain the inde- 
pendence of Korea. 

Maintenance of the Nation- 
alist forces in Formosa is esti- 
mated to cost about half a bil- 
lion dollars annually in mili- 
tary assistance and defense 
support, although the appro- 
priation request last year for 
defense support was only 
$86,000,000. 

The integrity of South Korea, 
Formosa and South Viet Nam 
is guaranteed by their mutual 
defense alliances with the 
United States. The Far East 
Air Force and the Seventh 
Fleet are on hand in the area 
to make good the United States 
guarantee. 

Nevertheless, each of these 
states proceeds to build large 
forces as if they alone were in- 
volved in the defense, as if the 
Seventh Fleet and the Far East 
Air Force did not exist. 

Confusing Categories. 

In another way secrecy pre- 
vents the American. citizen 
from knowing for what pur- 
pose his money is spent. Mili- 
tary equipment is lumped into 
such meaningless categories as 
“tanks and combat vehicles.” 
What is a combat vehicle? A 
jeep, a two-and-one-half-ton 
truck, or what? The public is 
informed that “40,000 tanks 
and combat vehicles” have been 
delivered to “its partners,” but 
not how many tanks and to 
whom they go. 

For the fiscal year 1958 new 
budgetary authorizations for 
military defense support total- 
ing $900,000,000 are being re- 
quested. 

Expenditures, due to balances

The term “defense support 
is a euphemism that covers what 
is economic and budg-

About 80 per cent of all de- 
fense support goes to such coun- 
tries as South Korea, Natiorial- 
ist China, South Viet Nam, Laos, 
Cambodia and Turkey. Only 
Spain, Yugoslavia and Greece, 
in Europe, receive any defense 
support funds, 

Congress has expressed its 
dissatisfaction with defense sup- 
port. Secretary Wilson, when 
questioned about the deceptive 
term, stated that he felt he had 
arrived at a definition that dif- 
ferentiated between economic 
aid and defense support. 

Responsibility Shifting 

The Defense Department, be- 
ginning with the next fiscal 
year, will assume responsibility 
for defense support—at present 
the International Co-operation 
Administration has the respon- 
sibility. Howevey the ICA will 
continue to do the purchasing 
and administration of the fund, 
Since the $900,0@000 requested 
for this purpose is only slight- 
ly less than was provided last 
year, it is apparent that Wil- 
son’s new definition does not 
differ greatly from that used in 
the past. 

The possibility of big reduc- 
tions in the mutual security 
program are in the Far East. 
The congress is expected to take 
a fresh look at these costly pro- 
grams and to ask searching 
questions whether the forces tn 
stich places as South Korea, 
Formosa and South Viet Nam 
that we are supporting are not 
unjustifiably large. 

Secretary of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles and Adm, Arthur W. 
Radford, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, have stated that 
the United States would use 
atomic weapons if South Korea 
were invaded again, 

The South Korean forces are 
about twice as large as needed, 
in the opinion of many experts. 
In reality, these observers be- 
lieve that the excessively large 
South Korean forces represent 
only the-ambition of Korean 
President Syngman Rhee to uni- 
fy Korea by war, 

The Nationalist army on For- 
mosa is also, these experts be- 
lieve, at least twice as large as 
needed for the defense of For- 
mosa, in conjunction with the 
protection of the Seventh Fleet 
and the United States Far East 
air force. 

The same considerations ap- 
ply to South Viet Nam, where 
many military experts consider 
a force of 100,000 ample for 
the country’s needs. 

National Police Forces. 

In an effort to cut down the 
enormous costs of maintaining 
such large local forces, the 
President and the National Se- 
curity Council approved last 
year a scheme to develop na- 
tional police forces and an FBI 
type of investigative organi- 
zations. 

The theory behind this was 
that effective police and inves- 
tigative forces would provide 
for internal security, political 
stability, prevent subvversion, 
thus forcing any aggression 
into the open. Open aggres- 
sion, it was held, could be 
averted by the threat of atomic 
retaliation. 

This effort is now underway. 
Iran already has a United States 
trained police force to which 
the United States is contribut- 
ing $1,000,000 annually. Un- 
fortunately, it is largely inef- 
fective. 

In his recent trip around the 
Middle East to spend the $200,- 
000,000 authorized by the Con- 
gress to be used by the Presi- 
dent without the customary 
strings on aid, Ambassador 
James P. Richards provided 
funds to set up more police 
forces to carry out this policy. 
Of the $12,000,000 given Iraq, 
$1,000,000 was to organize a 
national police.

Bar on Production Costs. 


As worked out originally in 
secret meetings by representa- 
tives of the giant oil and gas 
companies, with the help of 
Jerome Kuykendall, chairman 
of the Federal Power Commis- 
sion, who is officially, at least, 
custodian of the people’s in- 
terests in such matters as gas 
prices, the bill would have pro- 
hibited the FPC from even con- 
sidering production costs in ar- 
riving at a decision whether a 
contract price demanded by a 
producer was fair and reason- 
able. 


Moreover, the bill would have 
prohibited the FPC from re- 
viewing from time to time con- 
tracts between producers and 
transmission companies to de- 
termine whether annual price 
step-u reviously arrived at 
were fied with the passage 
of time and possible changing 
conditions.

THE OLD WEST is not 
hausted theme for writers despite its 
use and abuse by the moving picture, 
television and paper-backed novel indus- 
tries. This is true of any theme, of 
course. All of the basic situations and 
most of the inviting locales have been 
cheapened by clumsy, weak or deliber- 
ately fraudulent artisanship; but they 
always can be revitalized and when they 
are, something like the opposite of 
Gresham's law is brought into play. The 
good drives out all memories of the 
bad, at least for the moment. 

As a matter of fact the stock “West- 
ern” and its sleazy mythology has vir- 
tually nothing in common with the spirit 
of Conrad Richter’s novel “The Lady.” 
Yet this is a “Western” of sorts. The 
action takes place in a pre-Civil War 
New Mexico where the processes of law 
are still subject, in some degree, to 
personal and extra-legal pressure. More- 
over the conflicting interests of cattle 
ranchers and sheep herders, which was 
to be the cause of mutual distrust and 
dislike for many years, is an important 
factor in the story’s development. 


The central character, however, is 
not exclusively the product of her en- 
vironment. She could survive and be a 
cause of divided loyalties and fierce 
partisanship in a totally different socie- 
ty and even in another period, For Dona 
Ellen is a woman of beauty, condition, 
pride and unflinching will; and such 
women are eternally dangerous to them- 
selves and others. 


IN THE TOWN OF MORO where 
her husband, Albert Sessions, is the 
presiding judge, Dona Ellen is a fas- 
cinating figure to everybody, both be- 
cause of her ancestry—she is a John- 
son y Campo—and her personal qual- 
ity.

THE EVOLVING CITY, shaking 
off its hangover from a pedestrian age, 
need not become a patchwork of shift- 
ing uses and swelling densities. Housing 
needs have changed from the days when 
servants slept on the premises and 
three-generation households had never 
to call in a baby sitter. Mr. Stein, in this 
important second edition of a monu- 
mental work first published in England, 
adds up social, economic and aesthetic 
values to produce an architectural lay- 
out quite different from the past when 
the 10- or 12-hour day and the six-day 
week made simpler demands on home. 


Enough evidence is at hand to prove 
that dependence cannot be placed upon 
any compilation of legal don'ts—the sit- 
uation calls for a positive materializa- 
tion of the amenities of a new day.

Reform in England 


THE POLITICS OF ENGLISH 
DISSENT, 4 R G. 
Cowherd. (New York Uni- 
versity Press, 242 pgs., $5.)

THE HABILIMENTS of 
sober, thorough scholarship 
worn by this slim volume 
should not discourage those 
looking for worthwhile read- 
ing. While its apparatus of 
learning is truly impressive 
(no fewer than 73 of its 242 
pages are taken up with notes, 
bibliography and index) and 
there is no question about its 
scholarship, it is definitely not 
an academic book either in 
its presentation or in subject 
matter. The fact is, it deals 
with an absorbingly interest- 
ing and important chapter in 

English history, and it deals 

with it in an interesting, if 

not exactly exciting, manner. 

The three decades which 
followed the end of the Na- 
poleonic wars—1815 to 1848 
—witnessed one of the most 
remarkable movements for so- 
cial and political reform. And 
it is this movement whose 
story, in not too great detail, 
Mr. Cowherd, Associate Pro- 
fessor of English History 
at Lehigh University, tells, 
viewing it in terms of those 
who were its principal sup- 
porters, the Dissenters. 

R. H. Tawney in his famous 
book “Religion and the Rise 
of Capitalism” summarized 
Mr.’ Cowherd’s theme in a 
sentence: “The foundation of 
democracy is the sense of spir- 
itual independence which 
nerves the individual to stand 
alone against the powers of 
this world, and in England, 
where squire and parson, lift- 
ing arrogant eyebrows at the 
insolence of the lower orders, 
combined to crush popular 
agitation, as a menace at once 
to society and to the church, 
it is probable that democracy 
owes more to Nonconformity 
than to any other single move- 
ment.” 

In these 30 years English 
democracy, represented chief- 
ly by members of the Dissent- 
ing groups—Baptists, Congre- 
gationalists, Presbyterians, 
Quakers, Unitarians, Roman 
Catholics—arose in its new

strength, born of the Indus- 
trial Revolution and the Evan- 
gelical Revival, and overthrew 
the old order, represented 
and doggedly upheld by the 
Established Church and the 
landed aristocracy. 

THE ISSUES around 
which the struggle was waged 
were those which appear com- 
monplace today, particularly 
in America: the establishment 
of full religious liberty in the 
land, popular education, the 
abolition of colonial slavery, 
the broadening of the Parlia- 
mentary franchise, the short- 
ening of the long factory 
working day, removal of trade 
restrictions. 


It is not, perhaps, always 
remembered how restricted 
was the religious liberty that 
England enjoyed only a cen- 
tury and a half ago. The dis- 
abilities of Dissenters from 
the Church of England extend- 
ed to baptisms, marriages 
and burials; they could not 
enter the Universities—which 
meant they were virtually de- 
barred from the professions 
—and they could not hold 


‘public office. They were defi- 


nitely second-rate citizens— 
though they still had to pay 
rates for the support of the 
Established Church. 


The claim has been made 
that it was the Wesley revival 
that saved England from revo- 
lution. Cowherd shows con- 
clusively that this is too sim- 
plified a statement. The Wes- 
leyan Methodists were human- 
itarians, not reformers, and 
confined their efforts to abol- 
ishing slavery. The essential 
measures of liberal reform in 
the state were put through by 
the combined efforts of the 
Dissenting groups. And one 
of the most striking aspects of 
the story was the manner in 
which men with strong reli- 
gious convictions, even of 
the most fundamentalist sort, 
threw themselves heart and 
soul into politics for this end. 

There was no thought that 
one should not mix Christian- 
ity and politics when the is- 
sue at stake was the Ten Hour 
Bill, which pioneered the way 
for the improvement of abom- 
inable factory conditions and 
the abolition of child labor.

“The Big War” is deliber- 
ately told in passages some- 
what reminiscent of “The 
Iliad” and is a devastating 
indictment of the brutality 
and senselessness of war. It 
tells of three marines—New- 
combe, Danny Kantaylis and 
Jay O'Neill — taking them 
from the tender leave-takings 
to the steaming, foul and 
bloody jungle of Fanerahan 
Island where they become 
“weasels fighting in a hole.” 

Both Newcombe, the Har- 
vard poet, and Kantaylis, the 
Greek millhand, possess quali- 
ties of ancient Hector, who 
was doomed by the gods to 
die at the hands of nearly- 
immortal Achilles. Kantaylis, 
the patrol leader whose eyes 
seem “to take the measure 
of the world in all its fear- 
fulness and horror and ca- 
price, and continue undis- 
mayed,” is a hero in the 
Homeric tradition. When his 
time comes, when only he 
and five sticks of dynamite 
stand between a Japanese 
tank and a company of un- 
prepared marines, he knows 
what to do. 


THE RICHNESS of My- 
rer’s style is enhanced by the 
use of Newcombe’s “telepath- 
ic letters” to Helen, the girl 
he loved after one wild date 
before he departed on his 
odyssey into the inferno.

a Dial Art Exhibiti Modern Paintings Viewed POST-DISPATCH

EXCLAMATIONS HEARD in the lIast couple of 
weeks in the Givens Hall gallery at Washington University 
indicated that even art students can be somewhat overcome 
by the intensities and the subtleties of modern painting. 
On view there were 15 canvases by representative American 
abstract expressionist and action painters. 


Most of the paintings were big, bright, vibrant works of 
several distinct styles, done in the last year or so. An ex- 
cellent opportunity, it seemed, for an informal, candid dis- 
cussion of modern painting in terms of some specific works 
that could be viewed impartially. Two faculty members of 
the Department of Art and Archeology fell in with the idea. 

And so, on a recent afternoon, Norris K. Smith and Robert 
Jordan toured the exhibition, chatting freely about it. Both 
men teach courses in the field of art history and appreciation; 
Jordan also is a painter. The third member of the party 
was a tape recorder that trailed them about the room and 
made note of their remarks. 

Before quoting from their statements, these points must 
be made: 

As Smith said during the discussion, “There is no right 

or wrong position” about painting. He mentioned that three 
painters who had previously viewed the show “disagreed 
among themselves” as to some of its points. And, as Jordan 
said a little later, painters are inclined to look for tech- 
nique and structure, besides content, whereas the layman, 
listening to music or looking at paintings, “tends to find only 
a mood or a feeling in the work itself.” 
PHILIP GUSTON’S “Fable,” a large canvas prominently 
displayed opposite the entrance door, was one of the first 
stops. There was special interest in Guston’s work because 
he was instructor in advanced painting at the university's 
School of Fine Arts from 1945 to 1947. Since then, he 
has attained eminence in New York. “Fable” was done in « 
’ style, adopted within the last year.

Two years of construction and 
installation of new machinery 
and equipment—at a cost of 
“multi-millions”—has been com- 
pleted at the Fisher Body Divi- 
sion’s half of the General Mo- 
tors St..

Construction of automobile 
bodies, ship-in of parts and 
shipping out of completed items 
was carried on almost without 
interruption while the J. 8. Al- 
berici Construction Co. bridged 
over a 140 by 650-foot court 
between the wings of the body 
plant and above the receiving 
and shipping tracks. 

The entire foundation ef the 
structure had to be strength- 
ened; a floor went in at third- 
floor level over the court and 
a new roof structure, atop 
which there are new sheet- 
metal clad baking and drying 
ovens and a forest of vent 
Stacks for general areas and 
paint spraying booths. Princi- 
pal accomplishments were elim- 
ination of the heat of ovens 
from the plant proper and 
elimination of paint and lacquer 
fumes inside the plant, to the 
benefit of workers, and the up- 
grading of a plant that has been 
in use for so many years it 
could have become obsolete 
without the changes made. 

Down Draft Booths. 

The project provides an addi- 
tlonal 92,000 square feet of floor 
space at the third floor level, 
and makes possible the utili- 
zation of more than 92,000 
square feet of roof area.

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Aftermath of Town Hit by Twister 


What's Ahead for Little Community of Fremont, Down in Carter County, All But Leveled by Tornado?

HE iittle town of Fremont 
T in Carter county, which is 

just one county removed 
from the Arkansas line, was a 
town that just ,happened be- 
cause, in 1897, the Frisco built 
a branch line and put up a 
depot there. In 60 years the 


town had grown to a popula- 
tion of 200 people. 


It nestled in a short valley 
and it consisted of one dirt 
street which started at one end 
and meandered fo a creek a 
couple of hundred yards down 
the valley. Most of the town 
was on that street. The busi- 
ness district was at the upper 
end, consisting of a couple of 
genera] stores, the post office, 
a garage, a feed store and some 
miscellaneous buildings Such as 
the werkshop of K. D. Hedge- 
path, who fixed things, and a 
little cafe. Then the main 
street turned residential and 
the houses stretched on down 
the street until the town 
changed abruptly from town to 
country. 

It looked like any Ozarks vil- 
lage of 200 people. For 60 years 
nothing had happened except 
births, deaths and marriages. 
Then all of a sudden this twist- 
er came tearing across the hill 
from the southwest, uprooting 
trees, breaking others in half 
like matches, tearing the top 
off the brick schoolhouse on 
the hill, and roaring down into 
the valley with a noise like a 
dozen jet planes accompanied 
by the clatter of banging wood 
and metal. And then it was 
gone. More than three fourths 
of the town was gone with it, 
and five persons were dead. 

A week had gone by when I 
went to Fremont, but you would 
have thought the tornado had 
struck an hour before. With 
the exception of a few residents 
whose houses weren't complete- 
ly wrecked, and who were busy 
putting on new roofing and 
mending broken porches, the 
people of Fremont still seemed 
to be trying to grasp what had 
happened to them. : 

People. whose homes have 
been suddenly demolished are 
loathe to accept the fact, and 
they are further loathe to leave 
them. And eyen after a week 
had gone by, le were still 
standing and lookifig at what 
had once been a home. They 
had found places to live with 
friends and relatives, and by 
now everyone had a roof over 
his head.

ET when you walked down 

what had been the residen- 

tial district of the town, you 
foung women standing in the 
spot where their houses had 
been. In some cases there was 
nothing but a cement founda- 
tion to mark the spot. Yet they 
stood there. And they come 
back every day and stand there 

Others, whose homes weren't 
completely blown away, but lay 
on the ground like a pile of 
scrap lumber and junk, keep 
poking through the ruins. They 
have poked through the ruins 
every day since it happened. 
But they come back, and keep 
looking. Now and then they 
turn up something. An un- 
broken teacup. A cherished fam- 
ily photograph. 

It had rained several times 
since the tornado hit, and now 
the wrecked houses had be- 
gun to look like a city dump. In 
one of them Mrs. Snowden 
Dell, wife of the sheriff, was 
pulling a flower pot out of the 
wreckage and trying to straight- 
en up the stripped and broken 
plant, 

“It's a long story and a short 
one too,” said Mrs. Dell with 
a sad and resigned air. “I was 
washing out my refrigerator and 
I didn’t even know it was com- 
ing. Mrs. John Burkes called 
me on the phone and said, ‘Why 
don't you come over here” It 
looks bad.’ I said, ‘Let me close 
up the house.” The Burkeses 
have a cellar. I opened the back 
door and saw Snowden, my hus- 
band, coming in the back gate. 
I saw that cloud, and I said. 
‘Snowden, that’s it!’ I beat him 
to Mrs. Burkes's. We ran right 
through the house and to the 
cellar and I was the last one in 
and I like to of not made it.

from over us.”

The 
roofs and awnings and windows 
of the stores left standing had 
been ripped off by the edge of 
the whirling force, but. the 
buildings were still up. Except 
for a feed store between the 
general store and the post office. 
The roof of the feed store lay 
flat on its foundation, as though 
it had never owned walls. “There 
used to be a hay barn back of 
the store,” someone volunteered. 
There was no trace of a hay 
barn now.

street. Nobody knew who they 
if 


belonged to, nobody knew 
anyone was feeding them or the 
other livestock in the village. 
But the hogs already had learned 
to scrounge for themselves, and 
they were heading for the 
broken sacks of feed that stuck 
out under the fallen roof of the 
feed store. 

Several men were standing 
and sitting around the post 
office and the general store. 
Some were whittling, others 
were talking. Who, we asked, 
was the mayor of Fremont? Or 
who was in charge of getting 
the town back on its feet? 

That, we found, was just the 
trouble. Fremont, the men ex- 
plained, is unincorporated. No 
mayor, no city government of 
any kind. Not even a committee, 
because there was no one to 
appoint a committee. 

But everyone seemed to look 
toward the Rev. Leonard Smith, 
a Methodist minister, who ts also 
the postmaster, as the nearest 
thing to vested authority. At 
least he had a title. The min- 
ister is a middle-aged man, 
slight, with reddish curly hair. 
He and his wife run the post 
office, but he was out of town 
when the tornado hit.

ELL, he and some of the 
men of-the town had been 
talking, he said, they had 
about decided to call a town 
meeting that night or the next, 
and see where they stood and 

what could be done. 

“There was hardly a building 
in town that didn’t get some 
kind of damage,” he said, “and 
35 homes were completely de- 
stroyed.”’ 

In the meantime, the nearest 
thing to a civic gesture was a 
nail keg with a slot in it, sitting 
in the middle of the street in 
front of the post office. The keg 
sat in front of a barrier, which 
had been erected to keep 
sight-seeing automobiles out of 
the demolished part of town. 
On the barrier above the keg 


was a homemade sign which 
said, “Do You Wish to Con- 
tribute to the Rebuilding of 


Our Village?” 

The minister and some of the 
other men of the town had 
thought it up. After all, some 
3000 automobiles had streamed 
through the town, bumper to 
bumper, and they figured the 
town, might profit some from 
the curious. So far the keg had 
gathered a little more than $200. 

Among the group in front of 
the post office was John Burkes, 
owner of a saw mill, in whose 
cellar the Dells and other had

mad because they couldn't go 
and play. 

“When I saw it coming, I 
called to my neighbor-lady, 
that's Mrs. Della Jones, and 
told her to get to the cellar. 
She was coming, but she de- 
cided to go get her daughter-in- 
law and the young’un; She 
could have saved herself—but 
then, who wouldn't try to get 
to their relatives? 

“It's funny, when we came 
out of the cellar my first 
thought was to look for the 
neighbors, I never noticed at 
first that my own house was 
wrecked. I looked for my 
neighbors’ houses, and it seemed 
like I couldn't find them.”

“People was running every 
which way,” one of the men 
said, “but there wasn't any 
panie. Oh, a couple of women 
goty hysterical and _ started 
screaming and crying, but most 
people were moving around 
without saying much, seeing 
who needed help.”

The Methodist Church is now 
a Red Cross center where 
volunteer workers pass out 
clothing and shoes. In front of 
the church is a Red Cross truck 
where meals are served three 
times a day. 


At noon the people started 
athering, to get a lunch of 

ef stew, bread, tomato juice 
and coffee. Some took their 
food away with them, some 
stood around the truck to eat, 
others ate in the churchyard 
and others under the trees 
across the street. 

Among those sitting under 
the trees were a group of five 
Mennonites from Kalona, Ia., 
three young clean-shaven ones, 
and two older men wearing the 
tuft of chin whiskers associated 
with older men of the group. 
The older men identified them- 
selves as Albert Miller and Don 
Gingerich. 

How did they happen to be 


there?’ To them it was the 
most natural thing in the 
world.

“Oney Hassaway, who lives 
over at Birch Tree, Is a friend 
of ours, a Mennonite,” Miller 
explained. “He called and told 
us what had happened. When 
disaster comes, you call the 
Mennonites, and they'll come 
and help. We drove all night, 
got in here at 3 o'clock this 
morning.

John Sconce strolled up and 
Miller said to him, “We cleaned

Gingerich smiled and said, 


“Oh, we don't work too hard.” 
But that afternoon they were 
in someone's yard, quietly clear- 
ing away the broken trees, 
burning the brush and clearing 
the place up.

The 
town had been on the decline 
for years, and, the story went, 
there wasn't much to stay for 


now that most of it was 
wrecked.

@ WHAT IS HARDER %o contend with {is agricultural 
prices which crashed five years ago and ever since have 
left farmers at the bottom of the economic ladder in 
America, as far as living standards and return on labor 
and inyéstment are concermed. What our agricultural au- 
thorities fail.to point out, each time they announce a 1 
per cent rise in farm prices, is that there has been a 
2 per cent rise in the farmer's cost of living and doing 
business, 

It is interesting to look back on this past decade 
or a, little more in American agriculture. We came to 
Possum Trot just over 10 years ago in a time of high 
hope and*hard work, when gradually rising prices were 
helping farmers everywhere wipe out the debts of a 
generation and build for themselves and their families 
a decent standard of living and stake in the future. The 
movement to rebuild the land resource—to end erosion 
and delay loss of fertility—was at high tide. Such meas- 
ures of conservation cost money; yet farmers making a 
decent profit were willing to invest part of it in long- 
range programs of good land-use, Equally important, the 
farm program of those times was largely geared to this 
conservation movement. 


x* *«* * 

Today much of the spirit and much of the 
effort which were apparent in agriculture a decade 
ago have gone by the board, Basic farm programs 
today no longer encourage farmers to build for 
tomortow. Instead of this, with profits at the 
vanishing point on all but crops subsidized by 
parity—crops which are all, incidentally, in sur- 
plus supply—the farm program actually encour- 
ages the worst kind of farming. For today the 
farmer is encouraged, if not forced, to wangle 
the biggest quota he can of soil-depleting sur- 
plus crops; then pour on all the commercial fer- 
tilizer he’ can to produce the largest possible 
volume for the guaranteed government price.

@ EVEN THE SO-CALLED “conservation” part of the 
program—the much-touted Soil Bank— has been used 
partly asa vote-getting device and partly as a bribe to 
the big, exploitive surplus-crop producer at the expense 
of those farmers who have been doing a good job of 


conservation farming for the past 10 or 15 years. Thus 
when we read of farm consolidations all across the coun- 
try, it may be the farmer who is the best exploiter who 
wins out, rather than the one with a deep and abiding 
interest in the land and its future. 

These are random thoughts on today's farm situation 
and they are not altogether encouraging. Yet somehow 
they are forgotten when a clear evening comes along with 
a crimson sunset and we walk out across the fields at 
dusk for a last look at the cattle. The pastures are lush— 
_ feseue and orehardgrass which almost hide the grazing 
animals and down underneath it a heavy growth of clover 
and lespedeza.

Industrial Giant 


Air Thin Up There at the Top, Admits 
Crawford H. Greenewalt, President of 
The World's Largest Chemical Company

HERE is a special kind of 
T loneliness reserved for pin- 

nacles. For the chief of 
state, for the supreme army 
commander, the captain of a 
ship, the president of a big 
corporation, the highest man 
on the totem pole, the ulti- 
mate authority, the last word— 
the boss. 


It is the loneliness of respon- 
sibility compounded by a hw 
man factor common to the big 
majority of us who are not 
bosses. It is called ego. You 
have it when you start as office 
boy. You still have it when you 
become boss. 


“But who,” asks the head of 
one of the world’s mightiest 
corporations, “who tells the 
boss he’s doing a good job? 
And, if anyone does, whom can 
the boss believe?” 


Do not weep. This is not pity- 
the-poor-boss week, especially 
if he earns more than $600,000 
a year. Nor did the boss in this 
case seek sympathy or volun- 
teer his sentiments. He simply 
answered a reporter's questions. 


But it is a fact— not over- 
whelming or ever present—but 
still a fact in the life of Craw- 
ford H. Greenewalt, president 
of a promising organization 
known as E. I. du Pont de 
Nemours & Co., which, if i 
were for sale, would cost you 
at least eight and a half billion 
dollars. It is not for sale. 
Neither is Greenewalt’s job. 

Still, when a man climbs that 
high, he can’t help noticing that 
the air is thif, the space for 


footing is limited, and a cred- - 


ible pat on the back has to 
come from his own hand. 


At such moments, Greenewalt 
recalls the days when he 
worked for du Pont as a chem- 
ist for $125 a month. He recalls 
the excitement of research, the 
sense of personal fulfillment, of 
success, the words of praise 
that trickled down from above. 
Now there is no above. 


“Now,” he says, “I sit in ex- 
ecutive committee meetings. I 
don't know for sure what they 
think of me, or what the larger 
organization thinks of me. How 
am 1 doing? You can’t ask any- 
body. Nobody will tell you. Was 
that a really good speech I 
made or was the audience just 
being polite to the president of 
du Pont? 

“Please, don’t misunderstand. 
I am not crying over this. It is 
simply one of the mild regrets 
that go with this job. But it 
is a fact of life—you have to 
be your own judge.”

T would be misleading to 
| awe over-long on this phase 

because Greenewalt neither 
looks nor acts like a frustrated 
man. At 54, he is youthful, 
trim, handsome, gray and dis- 
tinguished. His manner sug- 
gests serenity and quiet opti- 
mism. He looks less like a ty- 
coon than the president of a 
small college free from trouble 
from the trustees or alumni. 


To fill such emotional voids 
as exist in his busy business 
life Greenwalt plunges into his 
hobbies with the thirst of an 
amateur and the thoroughness 
of a scientist. Right now any 
salesman seeking common con- 
versational ground with the 
president of du Pont had better 
brush up on his trochilidogra- 
phy. 

Trochilidographers are bird 
photographers specializing in 
humming birds. To understand 
them, you must know that the 
humming bird, whose wing 
beats at the rate of 50 a second, 
has the fastest wing mo- 
tion of any bird in the world. 
To stop that action in a still 
photograph without a trace of 
blur is the challenge, the fas- 
cination and the overwhelming 
passion of trochilidographers. 


The western hemisphere has 
320 widely scattered species of 
humming bird, and Greenewalt 
thus far has photographed 80 
varieties, whose Latin names he 
knows as well as the price of 
du Pont common. To get his 
pictures, Greenewalt and his at- 
attractive and adaptable wife, 
the former Margaretta du Pont, 
have traveled as far as Brazil, 
Ecuador, Cuba and California. 


Early in Greenewalt's inter- 
est in birds, his friend and 
tennis partner, banker J. Sellers 
Bancroft, happened to mention 
there was a scariet tanager in 
a tree outside his balcony.

Mrs. Greenewalt’s musical 
tastes run to the moderns while 
her husband, loyal to Bach, 
Beethoven, Mozart and Brahms, 
refuses to get any more con- 
temporary than Sibelius. His 
tastes in reading reflect the 
wide range of his active mind: 
mysteries (which the Greene- 
walts frequently read aloud to 
each other in bed) as well as 
Gibbon, Thackeray, Dickens and 
writers in the fields of astrono- 
my and physics. 

Years ago, when the house 
was built, Greenewalt specified 
only one thing of the architect:

The workroom frequently be- 
came a family room. Daughter 
Nancy now Mrs. William H.Fred- 
erick, wife of a nurseryman, be- 
came as proficient with the tools 
as her brother, David, who is 
now doing graduate work in 
geophysics at M.LT., his father's 
alma mater. To a lesser extent, 
the workroom attracted Craw- 
ford Jr., who is now studying 
archaeology at Harvard.

He has said 
an executive is good only when 
he can make a smoothly work- 
ing team out of the many people 
under him. 

The current and tenth presi- 
dent of du Pont was born in 
Philadelphia. His father was a 
physician, his mother, a concert 
pianist. Both parents were 
friends of the Wilmington du 
Ponts, and young Greenewalt 
and Margaretta du Pont played 
together as children. 

Educated at William Penn 
charter school and M.LT., 
Greenewalt went to work for 
du Pont in 1922 as a chemist.

He came up the ranks in a 
variety of jobs—control chem- 
ist, group leader, director of 
several research groups, assist- 
ant director of the experimental 
station, during which time his 
name appeared on 18 patents, 
and ater assistant general 
manager of the pigments de- 
partment. 

Although he began his cor- 
porate life as a scientist, he is 
now highly regarded as an ad- 
ministrator and planner. Among 
his individual contributions, 
Greenewalt was a prime mover 
in the translation of nylon from 
a laboratory fact into a fabulous 
commercial triumph. 

In 1942, when du Pont took 
on the job of building the Han- 
ford atomic plant for the Gov- 
ernment, it was Greenewalt 
who was technical director and 
chief liaison man between the 
unclear physicists and the hard- 
headed production men. He 
ended up with the respect of 
both groups and in 1946 was 
elected a vice president and 
member of the executive com- 
mittee. Two years later he was 
made president.

ONG before this, Greene- 
L wait had become an inde- 

pendently wealthy man. It 
is no longer a secret that on 
his wedding day in 1926 Greene- 
walt's father-in-law, Irenee du 
Pont, gave him 1000 shares of 
Christiana Corp., the du Pont 
holding company. It is even 
less of a secret that today each 
share of Christiana is worth 
$14,600.

On Lonely Island 


Residents of Tangier in Broad Chesapeake Bay Have 


Continued to Cling to Their Ancient Ways Since ¢ 
Colony Was Established in 1686

TANGIER, ISLAND, Va., 
June 1. 


N the three centuries since 
[capt John Smith stepped 
ashore here briefly and went 
on to his legendary romance 
with Pocahontas, there have 
been only two really noteworthy 
events on this marshy little 
— in broad Chesapeake 
ay. 


This first was back in 1914, 
when a doughty Methodist par- 
son named Joshua Thomas 
grimly told a captive audience 
of 12,000 British troops that the 
Lord would smite them when 
they sailed to attack Fort Mc- 
Henry up the bay at Baltimore. 
The battle that followed in- 
spired “The Star-Spangled 
Banner” and established the 
minister as a prophet. 


The second was this spring 
when a young Japanese doctor, 
Mikio Kato, moved into a new, 
$26,000 health center built for 
him by the islanders. He was 
the first Japanese a good many 
Tangier’s 900-odd people had 
ever seen and the second doc- 
tor to hang out his shingle here 
in half a century. 


His arrival and the coinci- 
dental laying of the island's 
first water main are indications 
that the new is finally en- 
croaching on the old in a tight 
and rather aloof little commun- 
ity that has clung stubborniv 
to its ancient ways since old 
John Crockett and his sons 
took root here in 1686. 

For almost 300 years the 
fiercely independent islanders 
have retained their identity as 
Tangiermen while the rest of 
us have grown depressingly 
more and more alike. Isolated 
from Virginia on the west and 
Maryland on the east by 15 
miles of often rough water, they 
have been largely undisturbed 
except for prowling game 
wardens, suspicious tax snoop- 
ers and an occasional sight- 
seer in search of local color.

UT now that the newspapers 
Biave described Tangier as 

quaint—a word the islanders 
dislike — in stories about Dr. 
Kato, Capt. Eulice Thomas an- 
ticipates that his 58-foot con- 
verted Diesel yacht, the Doro- 
lena IJ, will be loaded to the 
gunwales with camera-festooned 
tourists on her regular trips to 
and from Crisfield, Md., Tan- 
gier’s link with the outside 
world. 


The Dorolena I! makes only 
one trip each day Monday 
through Saturday, leaving Cris- 
field about noon and returning 
from Tangier at 8 in the morn- 
ing, and Capt. Thomas collects 
45 cents a head for the hour- 
and-a-half voyage. There is no 
boat on Sunday. 

There is no hotel on Tan- 
gier, only an old-fashioned 
boarding house run by Mrs. 
Hilda Crockett, who can ac- 
commodate six to eight board- 
ers and sets a family-style ta- 
ble that will fair founder a 
visitor accustomed to today’s 
light meals. One night last 
week for supper, as it's still 
called here, Mrs. Crockett 
served crab cakes, herring roe 
cakes, corned beef and pota- 
toes, macaroni and cheese, and 
corn pie, which is akin to pecan 
pie in taste and texture.

The islanders do not cater to 

tourists—or to anybody, for 

that matter—and 

are friendly and helpful to 


about pictures of the clusters 
of graves in the smallish front 
yards of the neat white cot- 
tages that line a narrow, wind- 
ing lane that is Tangier's only 
thoroughfare. 

Tangiermen have been bury- 
ing their dead in their front 
yards since colonial days, when 
according to the island legend, 
the British paid the Indians a 
bounty on patriot’s scalps. The 
wily red men soon learned that 
they could collect sealps at no 
risk by raiding the community 
burial ground, a practice the 
colonials put a stop to by bury- 
ing their people within gunshot 
range of the front door. 


The custom is a practical one, 


the Parkses, the Pruitts and the 
Dises—to keep them from de- 
generating. Almost everyone 
seems to be a Crockett (there 
are eight Mary Crocketts), a 
Parks, a Pruitt or a Dise, and 
only a Tangierman can untangle 
the relationships that bind them 
together. 

If they have any physical 
characteristic in common at all 
it is probably a broad, Anglo- 
Saxon face and rather large, 
wide-set eyes that are uswtally 
sky-blue. All but one of the 
founding families—the Dises— 
are of English stock. The origin 
of the Dises is obscure. A 
legend is that the original Dise 
was a Spanish officer who de- 
serted his ship centuries ago 
and settled on Tangier. If so, 
the name is likely a corruption 
of Diaz, a common Spanish 
name. 


The thing that sets the Tan- 
giermen apart from their 
neigh around the bay is 
their speech, which has retained 
a slightly Elizabethan flavor 
even though they have been ex- 
posed to the corrosive effect of 
years of radio and, more re- 
cently, television. They speak 
softly with an accent that is 
southern but unlike any other 
south of the Mason-Dixon line. 

The personal pronoun “I” is a 
long, drawn-out “ah” as it is 
elsewhere in the South, yet in 
such words as “like” or “light” 
the “i” is approximately “oy” 
and in “sin” it becomes almost 
“seen.” The word “show” is 
pronounced “shew” and “house” 
comes out almost “hoose,” a 
peculiarity often heard in Vir- 
ginia. 

A brief conversation with a 
young Tangier mother of a 
small son went like this: 

“What's your little 
name?” 

“Moykul.” 

“Moykul? How do you spell 
t?”

“M-oy-c-h-a-e-1.” 
“Oh. You mean Michael?”

HERE are a couple of ex- 

pressions that are apparently 

pure islandese — A boy is 
“walking” a girl when he is 
courting her and a Tangierman 
will say, “I ain't seen neither” 
when he means that he ain't 
seen any. And at one time when 
there were dykes to keep back 
the bay at the ends of the 
island, a couple out necking 
were said to be “dykin’”. 

There is a strange courting 
custom, too—or was until a 
shooting put an end to it. A 
boy and a girl coming down the 
lane together from church on a 
Sunday were forced to run a 
sort of gauntlet between groups 
of unattached boys who congre- 
gated on porches along the nar- 
row path. 

As the couple approached. 
one of the boys might detach 
himself from the group and 
confront the girl with a chal- 
lenge. 

“Who do you pick?” he would 
demand, pointing first to the 
girl's escort and then to him- 
self. “Him or me?” 

Under the rules of this curt- 
ous game, the challenged gir! 
had to make her choice then 
and there. If she chose her

Mainlanders 
will tell you, too, that a Tan- 
gierman must either go to 
church or stay In the house all 
day, but that is not quite true 

It is true, though, that old 
Joshua Thomas, a man so pious 
that he fell to his knees and 
thariked God every time he 
caught a fish or shot a duck, 
founded a brand of old-time re- 
ligion that still flourishes on 
Tangier. 

The Swain Memorial Metho- 
dist Church dominates Tangier 
spiritually, temporally and ar- 
chitecturally (its steeple is the 
island landmark). Its pastor, the 
Rev. Oscar Rishel, is a man of 
God in the Thomas mold and, 
as such, his word is the law to 
devout Tangiermen in manners, 
morals, and even modes of 
dress as well as theology. 

A Pennsylvanian, the Rev. Mr. 
Rishel came to Tangier five 
years ago because he has a 
heart condition and felt the pul- 
pit would be less taxing here 
than in the busy new pastorate 
he had organized in Richmond, 
Va. One of his first duties was 
to conduct funeral services for 
a little girl who died of peri- 
tonitis. 

“I'm not familiar with your 
customs,” he told the bereaved 
parents, “but, in Richmond my 
funeral sermon was generally 
about 15 minute long. Will 
that be sufficient”” 

“Fifteen aninutes!” the p§&r- 
ents echoed. “Why, that won't 
begin to do.” 

He preached for an hour and 
a half. 

“There is none of the mod- 
ern attitude here toward the 
pastor,” the Rev. Mr. Rishel 
said. “He is not one of the 
boys who belongs to the busi- 
ness men’s clubs and is called 
by his first name. He is a man 
apart. When I walk up to a 
group of. Tangiermen, their 
conversation ceases. They ex- 

t me to do all the talking. 

couldn't change their ways if 
I wanted to.” 

The Tangier brand of religion 
is hard-shell, like the crabs 
that abound in the bay and give 
the islanders their livelihood. 
It is held to be sinful to smoke, 
drink, play cards, use makeup 
or wear clothes that show any 
expanse of the skin. The island 
is probably the only place in 
the United States where women 
remove their makeup instead 
of putting it on when they 
leave the house 

It was the Rev. Mr. Rishel 
who was instrumental in build- 
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ing the island's first and only 
clinic — which can handle 
emergencies but is in no sense 
a hospital—and getting 33-year- 
old Dr. Kato to come to Tangier 
to staff it. 


A specialist in obstetrics and 
gynecology, Dr. Kato began his 
medical education in Kobe, 
where he was born, and con- 
tinued it in Honolulu, then at 
the Grace-New Haven Hospital 
in New Haven, and, finally, at 
Harlem Hospital in New York, 
where he interned for a year. 
Why was he willing to isolate 
himself in a job that was ad- 
vertised in medical circles and 
went begging for three years? 


“I thought it would give me 
experience in general practice,” 
he said, “and teach me some- 
thing about America as well.” 

He made it plain that he 
doesn’t intend to spend the rest 
of his life on Tangier, as Dr. 
Charles Gladstone, the island's 
only other physician, has done. 
Dr. Gladstone has practiced on 
Tangier for 40 years, but will 
retire now that his young suc- 
cessor is ministering to the 
islanders.

. KATO seemed happy 
[enough as he held office 
hours for his first patients, 
most of whom had nothing 
worse than colds, but he allowed 
himself a slight, nostalgic sigh 
when he mentioned the other 
places he'd lived in the United 
States, particularly New York. 
He'll be busy, at least. Be- 
sides caring for his patients he 
is training a local girl, Emma 
Sue Crockett, to be his recep- 
tionist and practical nurse, since 
there is no trained nurse avail- 
able on Tangier. 

The new doctor lives in a one- 
room apartment in the clinic 
and gets his own breakfast. He 
eats supper at Mrs. Crockett's 
boarding house. He is a bache- 
lor 

To Dr. Kato, Tangier must 
seem a pretty primitive place. 
There are only two automobiles, 
both midget Crosleys that can 
barely negotiate the narrow 
lanes, and two topics of conver- 
sation—crabs and theology. 

Tangier does have most of the 
modern conveniences. A Rural 
Electrification Administration 
line strung on poles across the 
shallow water from neighboring 
Smith Island on the north brings 
ample power to supply the host 
of appliances that the Tangier- 
men buy in lieu of cars, which 
are useless here, and there are 
indoor toilets, baths. and ade- 
quate heating systems in most 
of the houses. And nearly every 
house has a television set. 

There is an ample supply of 
money, too. The watermen of 
Tangier catch from 700 to 1000 
pounds of crabs a day in the 
100 or so wire traps each man 
sets out and they were selling 
them last week for from 8 to 
12 cents a pound. Crabbing is 
the only industry on the island 
and it is a thriving one. A 
Tangierman, who must remain 
anonymous, told of one crab- 
man who netted a cool $17,000 
last year out of the waters of 
Chesapeake Bay.

on their children’s apron strings to the grave? I often feel 
like I could scream or just go far away from it all.

If she could look back some 40 or 50 years, it's pos- 
sible that she was saying the same thing, longing for pri- 
vacy and hating parental interference. But as people grow 
older they seem to forget. They become fearful and in- 
secure, They panic at the thought that they are being 
cast aside and are no longer needed or wanted. It's a 
tragedy that more of them can’t create a good, rich life 
for themselves and‘find real joy in it, without feeling that 
they are just taking themselves out of the picture for their 
children’s sakes. But I certainly don’t blame you or your 
husband for your desire to have just the family at home 
once in awhile without even another close relative, And I 
don’t see really why you can’t accomplish that without 
hurting her feelings. Can't you, for instance, plan some- 
thing a little special for her on Friday, say, then tell her 
that you and your family have some special plans for the 
weekend and you won't be able to have her this time? 
Talk to your sister. Ask her if she won't invite your mother 
more often, maybe every other Sunday or at least one 
Sunday a month. Remember, though, that these matters 
are magnified often in the mind and eyes of an older 
person, do your best to substitute something for these 
visits so she won't feel she has been cast out. Tickets to a 
good show for her and a friend—even though you would 
have to do the inviting—would take up one afternoon. With 
kindness and thoughtful planning, you may well be able 
to break this pattern,

ECADE AFTER DECADE of good housekeeping has pre- 
served well many of the handsome houses and business 
structures built a century ago at Columbia and Water- 

loo, Illinois. Today, when so many towns have a monotonous 
sameness about them, the buildings give the two communities 
a distinctive charm. 

Although both places had been settled earlier, it was not 
until the arrival of German immigrants starting in the 1830s 
that the towns took on the characteristics they still so strongly 
possess. With thrift and industry, the Germans prospered. 
When they built their houses and places of business—com- 
bining the two whenever ber used designs carried 
in memory from the Old World. 

What they created, however, was not merely a carbon 
copy of what they had left behind, but rather a blending of 
that with the n and matericis (such as soft limestone) at 
hand. Whereas summer heat was not a major problem in 
Germany, it was in Illinois. Windows and rooms were ar- 
ranged to provide eross- Ventilation; shutters with adjustable 
slats were used. 

Although classic revival a predominate, a wide range 
of other designs is represented. In many cases, settings are 
enhanced by well-kept trees and flower dens. Examples 
shown here and on Page Four were selected by Charles 
Van Ravenswaay, director of the Missouri Historical Society.

URED of much of its cussedness, the 

Missouri River is slowly resuming its 

old role as an important carrier of 
freight. Traffic on the “Big Muddy”— 
senger as well as freight—contributed im- 
measurably to the settling of the West and 
to the early development of the river's vast 
basin. But the unruly stream did nothing 
to encourage shipping. 

Floods, swift currents, innumerable 
snags, sharp bends, rapidly shifting sand- 
bars, all made commerce on the river ex- 
tremely hazardous. Accordingly, as rail- 
road mileage increased, freight transported 
on the Missouri fell from 227,000 tons in 
1885—+the river's record te for steamboat- 
ing—to 21,000 tons in 1911. Tonnage con- 
tinued at insignificant levels until the mid- 
1930s when barge service was started on a 
limited scale between St. Louis and Omaha. 

ae by then the Army Corps of En- 
gineers had removed many of the stream’s 
hazards, the shipping season hinged entirely 
on the unregulated flow of water down the 
river. In wet years, substantial tonnage 
was hauled, but a dry period could reduce 
traffic to a trickle. By late 1952, however, 
with the completion be major storage dam 
in South Dakota, the flow on the lower Mis- 
souri could be controlled for the first time. 
This made possible a fairly predictable 
navigation season, and regular barge serv- 
ice was started in 1953. 

Cargo volume rose rapidly—from 150,- 
000 tons in 1953, to 287, in 1954 and 
416,000 in 1955. (On the middle Mississippi. 
20,173,000 tons were carried in 1955.) There 
were forecasts that barge loadings on the 
Missouri would exceed 500,000 tons in 1956, 
but only 312,000 tons were actually hauled. 
Three factors caused the setback: The 
steel strike curtailed a major source of up- 
stream tonnage. A reduction in railroad 
rates on grain, steel pipe and molasses 
diverted loads from river barges. And 
the drouth cut short the navigation season.

Reservoirs are still low this year, and 
the season opened six weeks late. Not un- 
til May 1 could the towboats (such as the 
Helena, shown here on a trip downstream) 
start pushing loads along the river. Be- 
cause of the continuing upstream drouth, 
the South Dakota reservoir and two finished 
after it have never been full. Once they 
are up to capacity and a dam now under 
construction is completed, a full eight-month 
season can be maintained even through 
dry periods as severe as the present one 
upstream. 

But the tremendous growth in barge 
traffic felt on the Ohio, Mississippi and IIli- 
nois rivers will not be experienced on the 
Missouri until it too has a minimum nine- 
foot channel. Because barges cannot carry 

loads in its shallow channels, Missouri 

ver rates are 50 per cent higher than 
charges on nine - foot rivers. 

Basement has authorized the nine - foot 
depth as far as Sioux City, lowa, but the 
work can be. carried out only as funds are 
appropriated each year. Although most of 
the channel from the river's mouth to Kan- 
sas City has the nine-foot minimum, shal- 
low places reduce 3 usable depth to seven 
feet.

But fulfillment of such 
dreams still lies somewhere ‘round the bend.

OMEMADE wedding cake 
can add much to the senti- 
ment of a June wedding. 

Any standard recipe for white or 
d cake or cake mixes may 
used, and the frostings can be 
simple butter cream or boiled 
type with powdered sugar added 
fos the elaborate decorating.

Martha Wilton Ellison of St. Louis

“Dog tag’ photo establishes Duckworth’s official 
connection with the U.S. Air Force in North Africa. 


During the early part of World War II 1 wrote a letter 
to President Eisenhower, then our commanding general 
in North Africa. If it would not interfere with the war 
effort, I said, I would appreciate the return of a springer 
spaniel named Duckworth. The dog had been the mascot 
of miy son, an Air Force pilot recently killed in action. 
The understanding General immediately ordered the 
dog to be brought to his headquarters in Algiers. He then 
made arrangements to have Duckworth flown to me in 
New York. Shortly before the plane was to take off, how- 
ever, it was brought to the General's attention that the 
loss of Duckworth so soon after my son's death had upset 
the morale of the squadron. ° 
General Eisenhower relayed this information to me 
in a letter, saying he was sure I would understand why 
he was returning the dog to the squadron. I did. 
Duckworth survived the war; a friend of my son 
brought him home and then turned him over to me. After 
V-E Day, Columbia University presented General Eisen- 
hower with an honorary degree. I was a professor there 
then; with scores of others, I queued up in a long line 


_ to meet him. I wanted to thank him for his kindness re- 


garding the dog episode. Yet I realized that there were 
other seldiers with my son's name. And I was aware of the 


had beset him during the war. 

Still, when I found myself facing Mr. Eisenhower, all 
I could think to say was, “Do you remember Duckworth, 
sir?” To my amazement, a broad smile wreathed Ike's face. 
“And how is the dog?” he asked. 

Later, after he had become president of Columbia, | 
had an opportunity to discuss the episode with him.

HE LATEST naval intelligence reports from Rus- 

sia contain ominous news for you: your home is 

vulnerable to submarine attack. Whether you 
live on the coast or deep inland, Soviet subs can reach 
you with guided missiles launched from murky hiding 
places under the sea. 

The Red attack plan is diabolically simple. Long- 
range stibs would infiltrate our coastal waters and lie 
noiselessly on the bottom in hidden coves and gullies. 
At X-hour, they would fire their missiles from sub- 
merged positions along both coasts, raining atomic 
destruction on our cities. 

No one outside the Kremlin knows when — or in 
deed whether — this sinister strategy might be car- 
ried out. But Russia has the necessary weapons. Here 
are facts, established by U.S. Naval Intelligence: 

e Russia now has the largest undersea fleet in naval 
history. Her submarine strength is estimated officially 
_ at 450, unofficially nearer 600. (Hitler started World 
War II with only one-tenth as many. ) 

e Russian submariners are familiar with the under 
water landscape along our 5,000-mile coastline. For 
10 years they have prowled the ocean bottom, mapping 
the submerged contours of our continental shelf. The 
Navy has detected, even photographed, many Red 
subs operating near our shores. 

© Today's Soviet subs carry not only missiles but 
submersible launchers to fire them. This means Russia 
need not wait for the. Intercontinental Ballistics Mis- 
sile to wage push-button warfare against us. She al- 
ready can hit most American targets with shorter- 
range, sub-launched missiles. 

“The Soviet submarine fleet is the greatest single 
threat to our military security,” ome admiral says 
soberly. “Each submarine is a mobile missile base that 
can sneak up to our very shores. We have no under- 
water warning system equivalent to our radar network, 
so submarines are better able to launch a surprise 
attack than bombers.” 

Russia has wasted no time-arming her subs with 
modern missiles. Her main fleet weapon is the stub- 
nosed Comet, a supersonic missile that packs an 
atomic wallop. Built for undersea launching, it can 
surge. from the ocean depths, burst out of the water

models, the smaller Comet-1 and newer Comet-2. Both 
are powered by solid fuel which makes them easier to 
manage under water. 

Russia also has adapted her terrible T-missiles to 
submarine use. The T-1 is an improved, 50-foot ver- 
sion of the German V-2 rocket, limited to 400 miles 
range. But its monster offspring, the T-2 (measuring 
over 100 feet, weighing nearly 150 tons), is a flyirtg 
H-bomb that can almost span a continent. It brings 
every American city within range of Red subs. 

To launch the T-types, the Russians have devised 
clumsy but effective machinery. The missile is loaded 
into a submersible launcher, towed by. the sub. The 
launcher is fitted with a gyro system, water-ballast 
tanks and a control mechanism. 

By remote control from the sub, water is pumped 
out of the uppér ballast tanks until the launcher 
slowly stands upright, nose above the surface. Three 
technicians paddle to the launcher in a rubber boat, 
climb through the nose and plug in electrical connec- 
tions. Then, from a fire-control center inside the sub, 
the missile is shot into space. The whole operation 
takes less than 30 minutes. 

One large sub can tow three launching containers 
across the ocean. Most Red subs also are equipped with 
collapsible launching racks for firing smaller missiles. 
Some subs carry huge metal cocoons on deck, housing 
for another deadly missile family called the ]-weapons. 
The pulsejet J-1, turbojet J-2 and ramjet J-3 can take 
off from a sub deck and streak toward faraway tar- 
gets. The latest J-3 will fly 1,500 to 1,800 miles at 
supersonic speed. 

Soviet missiles tend to be overpowered and inaccu- 


but the new, longer-range ones will be even more dangerous. 


RUSSIAN SUBMARINE of current type has a grim look — 


rate. But weapons with nuclear noses don’t have to 
score a direct hit to destroy a target. Obviously the 
Russians are concentrating more on production than 
design (their estimated rate: more than 2,000 missiles 
a month). “We are slightly ahead of the Soviets in 
missile quality. They are far ahead of us in quantity,” 
claims an officer who should know. 

To bring these missiles up to our beaches is the 
mission of the Seviet undersea fleet. For this purpose, 
Russia is building subs at a phenomenal pace. Her 
shipyards turn out two new submarines every three 
weeks — six for every one launched in this country. 
The known Soviet goal is 1,200 subs. 


That Big Red Fieet 


Of the 600 already believed to be roaming the 
oceans, some 200 are far-ranging, German-design, 
class “W”" submarines (length: 320 feet; speed: 20 
knots; range: 20,000 miles). Another 200 are 
smaller, but still rangy class “Z” models (length: 240 
feet; speed: 16-17 knots; range: 13,000 miles). All 
are snorkel-equipped for extended underwater cruis- 
ing. The remainder are small, coastal types — used 
for training and patrolling — and sub tankers that 
can refuel other subs underwater. 

In contrast, our Navy has only 110 subs on active 
duty. Another 80 are used for training or consigned to 
the mothball fleet. We already are testing atomic subs 
and high-speed hulls, however, that the Soviet Union 
has just started to build. Our progress impressed the 
Red rulers so much that they shook up their naval 
command last year. The new commander, Admiral 


S. G. Gorshkov, hastily reversed the emphasis on con- 


ventional subs and ordered a streamlining program. 


The Reds now are building high-speed, deep-diving 
atomic Subs (estimated underwater speed: 50 knots 
plus) that can hide on the bottom near our coasts for 
months without surfacing. They also hope to replace 
their clumsy method of launching T-missiles; their 
new subs will carry the big missiles internally and 
launch them through the conning towers. Russia 
should have a formidable fleet of missile-bristling 
atomic subs by 1962, Naval Intelligence estimates. 

Her undersea navy operates out of five big bases. 
The northern sub pack is based at Kola Inlet near Mur- 
mansk; in the Baltic, submarine headquarters Len- 
ingrad; in the Black Sea it’s Sevastopol; the Pacific 
underwater fleet operates from Vladivostok and 
Petropaviovsk. 

The operatives who feed information to the Penta- 
gon claim that Soviets’ long-range subs are concen- 
trated chiefly in the Atlantic, though the most sight- 
ings have been reported in Far Eastern waters. ( Pos- 
sible explanation: Our Seventh Fleet is on wartime 
alert in the Far East, hence is more sub-conscious. ) 
Red subs also have been active lately in the troubled 
Mediterranean. 

In American waters, sub snooping is more preva- 
lent than the public realizes. Russian subs are known 
to prowl along our underwater shoreline and to hide 
in our deep coves and inlets. 

One Navy officer told PARADE about catching a Red 
sub unaware off the Florida coast. “There, like a great 
monster charging her batteries, was a German-type 
submarine ——- no marks, no flags. The lookout didn’t 
see us. Just then our diesel backfired loudly twice. A 
Russkie officer popped out of the tower and shouted

something. In-seconds, they had crash-dived.” 
Several uninvited subs have been spotted 


near Cape Canaveral, Fla., our guided-missile | 


test center. Idling outside the three-mile 
limit, they have a front-row seat to spy on 
our guided-missile tests. Underwater snoop- 
ers also have been detected along both East 
and West coasts as far south as the Panama 
Canal. Exactly when and where can't be told: 
it might tip off the Russians about our sub- 
marine detection system. 

So long as these subs keep their three-mile 
distance, what can we do about them? 

Some brash officers want to hold “maneu- 
vers” wherever unidentified subs are de- 
tected. If one happened to be hiding in the 
area, they argue, who could be blamed if it 
were “accidentally” sunk? Such an “accident” 
already may have occurred; an officer swore 
to PARADE he knew of at least one attack on 
a Red sub. The official report later claimed 
a “derelict” was sunk, he said. If this is true, 
topside authorities won't talk about it. 


We're Constantly On Guard 


The Navy, of course, keeps a continuous 
anti-submarine watch. Around the clock, 
reconnaissance planes, blimps and helicop- 
ters scan the ocean. Ships patrol the surface, 
and sub-hunting submarines explore the 
depths. All carry the latest sonar equipment, 
which can pick up sound underwater at great 
distances. Blimps and helicopters use “dunk- 
ing sonar” which can be lowered deep into 
the sea while they hover overhead. 

Our anti-sub forces recently were formed 
into a new command under Vice Admiral 
Frank Watkins. Painfully aware of the Red 
undersea menace, he is moving with all pos- 
sible speed to develop our defenses. He has 
laid down “submarine barriers” —\ntensi- 
fied air and sea patrols —to detect subs 
entering our Atlantic and Pacific underwater 
approaches. If war should come, both the 
Black and Baltic sub packs could be bottled 
up in their own -waters. The northern and 


Pacific fleets would be the problem.

To meet it, Watkins plans concentrated 
anti-sub forces between land masses (e.g., 
Greenland and Iceland). He places most 
store by atomic subs which can lie in wait on 
the bottom for approaching undersea invad- 
ers. The latter cannot move without churning 
up noise. The atomic interceptors will be 
armed with homing torpedoes that can seek 
out and eliminate the noise source. 

Besides the “submarine. barriers,” every 
major port eventually will be ringed with 
“sonar stations” or “inert detectors.” These 
will be-planted deep in the ocean at 75-mile 
intervals, forming a literal sound barrier that 
can detect sub noises. Admiral Watkins will 
integrate our anti-submarine defenses, of 
course, with those of our Allies. 

Our anti-sub patrols have been drilled to 
watch for any significant massing of Rus- 
sian submarines; which might well indicate 
an attack to come. At the slightest hostile 
sign, our patrols have orders to blast away 
with all the latest weapons at their disposal. 


These include homing torpedoes, air-to- ° 


underwater missiles and atomic depth 


charges. “Once we find a sub,” claims a blimp 
pilot, “we can sink it.” 

“Without a navy comparable to ours, the 
Soviet aim seems to be to use the submarine 
to hit us with a shock at the beginning of 

ar,” Senator Styles Bridges, top Republican 
on the Armed Services Committee, told 
PARADE. “With nuclear missiles, this could 
be as devastating to us as an airborne shock of 
similar proportions. But I am confident the 
Navy is alert to the submarine menace.” 

And we have an ace-in-the-hole: our power 
to strike back. We not only can devastate 
Russia from the air, but our sub fleet can 
give her a taste of her own missile medicine. 
The Navy will build 50 atomic subs in the 
next five years, each designed to launch 
Polaris missiles from under the ocean. These 
60-foot missiles will carry a 1,000-pound 
atomic warhead some 700 to 1,500 miles.

AURORA, ILL. 

Probably never before has there been a politician 
like Paul Egan, mayor of this industrial city 35 
miles west of Chicago. He has run for mayor 
twice, and won both times, although he: 

© Wrote a letter to Deputy Premier Anastas 
Mikoyan of Russia in which he claimed free 
speech was dead in the U.S.; 

e Was censured by local churchmen for pro- 
fane language in public speeches; 

© Proclaimed his admiration for Nikolai 
Lenin, founder of Russian Communism 
(though Egan is firmly on record as opposing 
Communism itself — and dictators ); 


© Charged that various local business leaders 
were trying to keep new industry out of Aurora 
so they could hold dewn the pay of local 
workers; 

© Claimed that the two main causes of world 
tension are religion and the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers; . 

© Labeled both the Democratic and Republi- 
can parties “as bad as” the Communists; 

e Wrote a letter to President Eisenhower 
saying, “If we draft men 55 to 80 for front-line 
service, I think we could end war forever”; 

® Declared that both the U:S. and Russia 
were being run “by crooks, rats and traitors.”

For 
the first time in its history, Aurora can offer its 
children a municipal swimming pool — two, in 
fact. And everyone agrees that Egan hasn't taken 


- a dishonest dime out of the mayor's office. 


Call for Peace 


Egan’s family traces back to the original set- 
tlers of this area. His grandfather owned land 
in nearby wa, Ill., but lost it by foreclosure 
during the depression of 1873. Paul's father set 
up a livery stable in Ottawa, but it closed down 
when the auto became popular. 

Paul was born in Ottawa, grew up there. After 
World War I — he served briefly in the Ca- 


nadian Army after being rejected as underweight 


by the U.S. — he went to work for the local 
newspaper here, selling advertising space. He 
held that job for 23 years, but never was very 
successful at it. He left in 1941; some people 
here, who have known Egan a long time, think 
that this experience left him with a feeling of 
resentment and bitterness toward many business 
interests in the city. 

Egan then became an editor of a shopping 
newspaper. Fired when he ran an editorial call- 
ing for peace in the middle of World War II, he 
set up his own newspaper, the Aurora Econ- 
omist, and immediately became the talk of the 
town. For example, he called one executive “a 
waterboy” for his company’s president. He went 
on to attack most of the city’s prominent people. 


 He’d sometimes dig up stories about the seamier 


side of a prominent family, spread the -sordid 
details over the front page. 

“It was real venomous stuff,” says a local 
lawyer. “But nobody sued him becausé he ad- 
vertised openly he had no money.” 

When the paper collapsed — Egan claims 
pressure was put on advertisers — he went to 
nearby Joliet and became an ad salesman for the 
paper there. When he lost that job, he came 
back to Aurora and went on unemployment in- 
surance ($27.50 a week to support a wife and 
five children ). 

Egan’s mediocre business record has caused 
some critics to scoff, “He couldn't hold a good 
job.” This deeply hurts Egan, who feels his rug- 
ged individualism made people try to “get” him. 

, In any case, he’s certainly been a successful 
politician. Running for mayor in the spring of 
1953, he resurrected the Economist for a couple

of issues. It was his only campaign material — 
but it was a deadly weapon. His “news” columns 
blared statements like these about his opponents: 

e A “tool and victim of political backers.” 

e “Has had his front feet in the. trough at 
the city hall for many years.” 

e “Has big money, big machine .. . 

Egan pulled out all the stops. He hinted that 
voters were being offered bribes. “Don't sell your 
soul at this election,” he urged. Without naming 
any names, an Economist headline blasted: 
“Prominent Citizen May Be Stealing a Street 
from Aurora.” Shouted another: “The ‘Boys’ 
Have ‘Fixed’ Everything for the People — to 
Suit Themselves.” 

Sometimes Egan’s zeal gets the better of him. 
Once during a speech on a radio station, he was 
cut off the air because of the saltiness of his 
language. (His earthy speech pains Egan him- 
self and he tries to curb it, but only for short 
periods. He can't help it, he says; “they” — his 
opponents —- “provoke me so.” ) 

Egan raised campaign money from the lively 
sale of the Economist but nobody took him too 
seriously till the morning after election. Then it 
was revealed that he had licked three other 
opponents. 

The new mayor was so elated he organized a 
lavish inaugural party. He sent out invitations to 
Sir Winston Churchill, Sir Anthony Eden, Car-

dinal Stritch of Chicago, Bob Hope, Bing Crosby 
and other dignitaries — and seemed genuinely 
surprised when none of them showed up. 

But he soon had more immediate problems. 
The city’s four commissioners — who ‘run 
Aurora with the mayor — vetoed nearly every 
one of his proposals. Egan vigorously demanded 
new bridges, a new YMCA, a civic auditorium, 
a municipal hospital, better playgrounds, lower 
gas and electric rates. These changes, pointed 
out the commissioners, would cost millions of 
dollars that Aurora didn’t have. 

Egan countered that loans and higher busi- 
ness taxes would provide the cash, which would 
be returned many-fold as new businesses were 
attracted to a shinier Aurora. The commission- 
ers said no. As a result, most of the weekly city- 
council meetings consisted of Egan making 
grandiose proposals and being greeted by stony 
silences. 


Man with a Lantern 


In some things, though, he took matters into 

his own hands. To stop trucks from rumbling 
down Aurora’s main street toward Chicago, he 
ordered police to reroute the trucks around the 
city. The police refused. (He’s been feuding 
with them since he took office, has fired eight 
police chiefs, all of whom stuck by their badges 
and were backed up by the courts.) So Egan 
grabbed a lantern one night, went out to the out- 
skirts of town, set up a barricade and wigwagged 
the trucks toward the detour. Today, as a result 
of his efforts, the state has set up signs outside 
Aurora indicating an alternate route around 
town. 
There have been other accomplishments. He 
passed the hat publicly for a city-wide spray- 
ing campaign against mosquitoes; it proved so 
popular that the commissioners themselves now 
agree it was a good idea. 

But Egan has paid for his pugnacity. Citizens 
poured sugar into his gas tank, burned him in 


effigy, shot flaming arrows at his house. “And . 


the kids,” he says, “tell my kids their pop is 


Some of the kids’ elders also think Egan needs 
psychiatric care. It’s said openly here. He him- 
self claims that “they” — his political foes — 
tried to talk Mrs. Egan into having him com- 
mitted to an asylum. They were so convincing,

says Egan, that he skipped town for a week till 
he was sure she wouldn't. ; 

Mrs. Egan, a soft-spoken ex-librarian 14 years 
younger than her husband, thinks he’s doing 
right; but she deplores the way politics has kept 
him away from his family. She now insists that 
he give up politicking on Sunday and spend the 
day with her and their children, ranging from 
8 to 17. 

The Egans live in a ramshackle, two-story 
frame house that badly needs a new paint job. 
They have two cars, a battered 1946 sedan and 
a 1952 jeep. 

Why does he fight so hard? Says Egan: “It's 
a combination of revenge — for the injustices 
that have been done to me — and a genuine 
desire to-remedy the bad situations here. For 
over 50 years Aurora was in the grip of the same 
old fat political cats, who wanted to keep Aurora 
as it was for their own profit. I'm not a reformer. 
I just want justice done. Also I want to justify 
myself, to prove I'm not a crackpot. 

“Why do I sound off on international affairs? 
Because our safety depends on not letting Russia 
get ahead, the way our leaders have let them. 
There’s a lot of cleaning up that needs to be 
done, here, nationally and internationally. | 
aim to do some of that cleaning up.” 

Then he adds, seriously, “—— provided some- 
one doesn’t shoot me first.” *

FOUR 
YEARS’ 
SCHOOL 
IN THREE 


by DR. EARL J. McGRATH 


Almost every week, a.newspaper article re- 
minds you of America’s shortages of trained 
scientists, teachers, engineers, physicians. 
Articles almost as frequently describe the 
stampede to college. About 30 per cent of high- 
school graduates now continue their education, 
and many colleges already are swamped. Ten 
years from now, the temporary pressure of the 
GI period will have become permanent. 

These are big problems, and we need to 
think about them in revolutionary terms, for 
the nation needs the brainpower involved. We 
need it now. To me, one way to get it would 
be to reduce the number of years in high 
school and college — at least for many stu- 
dents —— from eight to six. 

This is a basic, sweeping solution. In some 
ways it would affect the whole nation, not 
simply the students involved. It. might, for in- 
stance, affect everyone’s summer vacation: It 
might require an increase in teachers’ salaries, 
now paid on the basis of a nine-month aca- 
demic year. But the times require us to think 
in terms of the drastic. P 

The four-year high school and the four-year 
college deserve a hard look. Why are they 
sacred? Why must every student, regardless of 
intelligence or personality, spend exactly that 
much time in high school and college? 


The College Lockstep 


The answer is: They needn’t. There obvi- 
ously is no rational justification for exactly 
four years of each, nor for any other arbitrary 
number of years. These are merely mechanical 
devices for moving students through school 
conveniently. Some communities already have 
established three-year high schools. Clark Uni- 
versity (Worcester, Mass. ) operated on a three- 
year basis for more than 20 years. Yet the 
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system in general has become so rigid that 
students of all ranges of ability march through 
school, matching stride for stride, like troops 
in a military formation. 

For superior students, this lockstep can 
waste as much as two years. When I speak of 
“superior,” I do not mean a handful of gen- 
iuses. | mean at least the upper third of an 
average Class. In terms of today's enrollments, 
several hundred thousand students could re- 
ceive degrees in three years instead of four. In 
terms of tomorrow's estimated 6 million stu- 
dents, it might speed up the careérs of a mil- 
lion or more. 

You can see what this would mean. With six 
years Of higher education instead .of eight, 
graduates would enter the working world 
sooner, easing or even eliminating some of our 
shortages. Valuable classroom space would be 
saved. A little figuring will show, also, a saving 
of several billion dollars in operating costs and 
buildings. 

Recently you may have noticed a few straws 
in the wind. Johns Hopkins School of Medi- 
cine has announced a plan to reduce the num- 
ber of years of medical training from nine to 
seven, producing physicians two years earlier. 
The American Association of Medical Colleges 
has discussed extending the plan nation-wide. 

And the University of Massachusetts re- 
cently announced it would operate on a full, 
year-round schedule —— as most colleges do not 

- beginning in August, 1958. Said President 
Jean Paul Mather: “We can’t keep asking for 
multimillion-dollar buildings and then let 
them lie idle three months of the year.” The 
present system, he said, is a “hand-me-down 
from an agrarian economy” — that is, when 


' students were needed on the farm in summer. 


I know well the objections. But the system 
| propose has been tried several times on a 


small scale, and all these stock arguments have 
been disproved. At the University of Buffalo, 
Edward S, Jones developed a program in which 
/00 students’ careers were accelerated. Some 
pursued college courses after only two years of 
high school. Yet careful studies showed these 
students suffered no more emotional maladjust- 
ments than comparable four-year students. 

A more recent study by the Ford Founda- 
tion Confirmed that “accelerated” students feel 
a greater challenge, rise to it with spirit, have 
few complaints about the pace. 

Why, if these studies have shown that such 
a program will work, hasn't it been adopted 
more widely? One reason is that America long 
has demanded equal educational opportunity 
for all, and somehow this has come to mean 


cqual treatment for all. But, of course, some 


people are smarter than others; some not quite 
so smart are extra-hard workers; some éx- 
tremely smart ones won't work at all. The lock- 
step makes no allowance for these differences. 

And inertia has blocked change. Alumni 
want the old school to remain what it had al- 
ways been, or they want a great halfback to 
play a full four years. Some educators have 
resisted because redesigning courses and re- 
scheduling programs seem overwhelming’ ad- 
ditional duties — as they might be, at first. A 
few insist that students need a fourth year of 
high school and of college for “contemplation.” 

And many genuinely feel that a student 
with three years of schooling would be short- 
changed. But I think — and others agree — 
that no student equipped to meet the chal- 
lenge would suffer, provided the switchover 
were made after careful, sober study. 


How to Go About it 


Though we ought to begin’ now, it is no 
overnight change we are talking about. No one 
could decide that, as of a certain date, all high 
schools and colleges would offer three-year 
programs. Courses would have to be checked 
for vulnerable waste motion, then redesigned 
at a faster pace. Students would have to be 
screened carefully. Teaching methods might 
have to be changed and schedules re-tailored. 

The best approach would be to start from 
scratch. I would like to see a daring foundation 
with interests in education establish several 
experimental six-year schools, where this sort 
of approach could be tested and the difficulties 
ironed out. Many bright youngsters would 
jump at the chance to attend such exciting 
schools. A less expensive, but still productive, 
experiment might be for larger universities to 
set up special three-year programs for superior 


—students. Such efforts by colleges should be 


closely correlated with high schools to recruit 
students who fit into this type of program. 

But I said we needed brains now, and these 
are long-range projects. In the meantime, we 
could employ systems that have been used here 
and there, but not widely enough. We could 
allow qualified high-school students to take col- 
lege courses as electives. We could make wider 
use of placement tests, allowing a student 
credit for a course without taking it if he 
could pass an examination. 

We-could abolish the custom that no stu- 
dent may take more than 15 weekly hours, 
raising the limit to 20 for at least the upper 
third. As Massachusetts is planning, we could 
operate our colleges full-time the year round. 

The day is not far off when the average 
student will complete—or want to complete— 
at least two years of college. Our high schools 
and colleges will be flooded. At the same 
time, our increasingly complex society will be 
demanding more and more trained and skilled 
personnel. The result of these demands could 
be chaos in higher education. Our schools 
need to think now — deeply and in terms of 
the basic needs of American society — about 
what they can do to get the most out of stu- 
dents and give them the most in return. *

turnout. Yet fewer than 35 girls answered 
it. 

Similar ads have been run in New York, 
Chicago and Miami. Again, the response 
has been uniformly slight. 

“It seems,” comments Jules Podell of 
New York’s famed Copacabana, “that most 
of the chorus-line girls have switched to 
television or pictures.” 

“The plain truth,” Nils T. Granlund 
(N.T.G.) told me two days before his re- 


cent death, “is that hardly anyone wants 
to become a chorus girl any more.” 

Why? What's happened to the thou- 
sands of girls who once longed to follow 
June Allyson, Betty Grable, Lucille Ball, 
Barbara Stanwyck, Paulette Goddard and 
other such chorus-line graduates? 

If anywhere, the answer can be found 
in Las Vegas, Nev. There more chorus 
girls currently are employed in night 
spots than in any other city —- 200 to 300 
out of a national total of fewer than 900. 
Chorines from everywhere long have held 
Vegas to be the garden spot of the world. 

There they receive $125 to $250 a 
week. They devote relatively little time to 
rehearsals, dress in roomy, modern back- 
stage quarters, get a 50 per cent discount 
on all their meals, appear on stage less 
than three hours a week and know that 
audiences expect very little from them in 
the way of intricate and well-coordinated 
dance routines. They are the most publi- 
cized and photographed chorus girls in 
the country, and Hollywood bigwigs are 
constantly scouting them. 

Despite ‘all this, even Las Vegas has 
trouble attracting top-flight chorines. In

Even the line girls of Las 


Vegas regard their high-pay . 
jobs as only temporary 


interviewing 24 of them, I found only two 
who hoped to make dancing a career. The 
rest were primarily interested in a hus- 
band, money or both. 

“The chorus girls here,” explains Rene 
Molnar, veteran head of the chorines at 
El Rancho Vegas Hotel, “work differently 
from those in New York or Chicago. There 
they dance, then beat it. Here we're hired 
not only to entertain but also to dress up 
the gambling casinos. 

“Seven nights a week we have to remain 
on the premises from 7:30 p.m. to 2:30 
a.m. You see, at the tremendous prices 
they pay for big names in Vegas, there’s 
no profit in entertainment. It’s just used 
as a drawing card. The profit comes from 
gambling. 

“One of our jobs is to make gambling 
attractive. A guy gambling with a pretty 
girl at his side is usually in a better mood 
than one who's stag. He’s more generous, 
more easy-going, more likely to risk his 
dough.” 
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In Las Vegas this time-honored practice 
of chorus girls escorting gaming guests 
before, between and after shows is known 
as “mixing.” With or without managerial 
urging, practically all line girls “mix.” 

Listen to Sylvia Jannette, a tall, curva- 
ceous chorine at the Dunes. 

“After I finish my first show,” Sylvia 
says, “I come out and sit in the cocktail 
room. That's where most of the girls sit. 
Sometimes a man will come over and say, 
‘May I buy you a drink?’ or maybe the 
club-owner will introduce a friend of his 
from Texas. Next thing, the man from 
Texas says he would like to try his luck at 
the dice table. 


It’s Better Than Dancing 


“Naturally, I am very agreéable, be- 
cause if he is what we call ‘a live one’ 
here, he’ll buy a bunch of chips and say, 
‘This little stack is for you.’ Or maybe he 
will just gamble himself and bring me 
along for company. If he wins, maybe he 
will give me two or three $10 chips as 
souvenirs. Maybe, if he loses, I get noth- 
ing. Anyway, going around with a man 
from table to table, drinking and eating 
and talking with him — this is what we 
call mixing.” 

Do the girls like it? Most of them find 
it infinitely more rewarding-than their 
stage work. “Mixing gives us a chance,” 
one of them told me, “to meet men.” 


Las Vegas girls. They are selécted more for looks than for dancing ability. 


The result may or may not be profitable. 
Sylvia Jannette claims that in three Las 
Vegas months she earned only $90 extra. 
Maggie McGuire, another line girl, re- 
cently took in $7,500 in one night. “This 
playboy from Oklahoma — he struck it 
real rich at the craps table. Said I was 
lucky for him. We split the loot.” 

Other girls also have gotten lucky 
breaks. When the Tropicana, Vegas’ new- 
est hostelry, opened this past April, one 
of the stockholders slipped a girl $200

worth of chips. She ran it up to $8,500, 
then bought drinks for the house. With 
the remainder she purchased a mink stole 
and 100 shares of General Electric. 

When Sheree North worked as a chorus 
girl at the Flamingo in Vegas, she always 
made it a point to wear a bathing suit be- 
neath her evening gown. Sooner or later 
some tipsy citizen would say, “I'll give 
you a hundred bucks, girlie, if you'll dive 
into the pool, clothes and all.” Sheree 
would jump in, swim across, climb out 
and claim her swag. 

The average line girl in Las Vegas is 23, 
divorced, with a child somewhere. She is 
not particularly happy or adjusted to her 
exotic environment, and usually moves on 
in about nine months. She has little hope 
of being tapped for Hollywood or TV star- 
dom. (Only one Vegas chorus girl, Sheree 
North, has hit the top rung of the movie 
ladder and stayed there.) Why then does 
she sign up in the first place? 

“Usually,” says Joyce Roberts, head of 
the Riviera line, “it’s because Vegas pays 
the best salaries.” 

Adds Rene Molnar, “Most of these girls 
are running away from themselves or an 
unhappy marriage. They use Vegas as a 
place to mark time. Talk to any of them. 
You'll find it’s true.” 

I chose Laurie Summers, a baby-faced 
blonde of 21 from Los Angeles. How had 
she become a line girl? Had she gone to 
dancing school? Had she ever wanted to 
become a show-business star? 


A Dancer in One Week 


“No,” she said. “It wasn’t like that at 
all. I got married when I was 17. We were 
high-school sweethearts. After a while I 
had a baby. Then my marriage began to 
go on the rocks. We decided on a divorce, 
so I came to Vegas to get it. One night, the 
fellow who owns the hotel saw me here 
and offered me a job. All I had to do was 
rehearse for a week. It sounded real excit- 
ing. Besides, I needed the money. I've 
been here about cight months now, and I 
guess it’s okay.” 

Had she any plans for the future? 

“Well, you know we have to work seven 
nights a week here. They stick us in little 
cubby holes with nothing but a bed and a 
dresser —-no TV, even. The idea is to 
keep the rooms so uncomfortable that we 
have to get out and mix with the guests. 
So I'm thinking of going down to Mexico 
City when I get through here. I understand 
they're just crazy about blondes there.” 

Would Laurie recommend the job of 
chorus girl to any of her friends? 

“Not if they could do something else,” 
she declared. “Vegas is supposed to be the 
best spot in the country for chorus girls 
—— but even so, it’s a tough life.” 

And right there you have the answer to 
the current shortage of chorines in Amer- 
ica. It's a tough life. Too tough. .

LL HIS LIFE, Jerry Lewis has devoted himself to the business of making people 
laugh. He has been highly successful at it. Watching his zany antics, it's hard 


fe believe that he has a sober side. 
But he has—his ambition is to become 
@ serious director and producer. 

Jerry is a child of show business. 
Ha was born March 16, 1926, in New- 
ark, N.J., the only child of Mona and 
Danny Lewis, night club entertainers. 
From as far back as he can remember, 
he Wanted to be a comic. While at- 
tending high school in Irvington, N.J., 
he. worked up a pantomime act which 
he did to a background of recordings, 
His success with the act at a hotel in 
Loch Sheldrake, N.Y., when he was only 
16 brought him to the attention of 
several New York promoters, and he 
was booked professionally in New York 
City. 

**¢ * 

FOUR YEARS LATER, in 1946, while 
playing at the 500 Club in Atlantic 
City, Jerry met another entertainer, 
Dean Martin, who was a singer on the 
same bill, They decided to team up, 
then and there. The club manager op- 
posed the idea but they finally won him 
over. After spending a whole day try- 
ing to write an act, without shy luck, 
they made an “ad lib” appearance 
that night, Jerry creating general con- 
fusion while Dean sang. They were an 
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instant hit and went on te convulse 
night club, movie and television audi- 
ences. For the years they were together 
they were one of the top attractions 
in the entertainment business. 

Their partmership continued until |as: 
fall when; after months of recurring dis- 
agreements, they decided to go their 
separate ways. Both have five-year con- 
tracts with NBC-TV for “solo” shows. 
Jerry's show scheduled next Saturday 
{KSD-TV, 8 p.m.) will be his second as 
a single—he did his first one last Jan. 
19. 

While essentially a comedian, Lewis 
also dances and sings. Me has a record 
album on the market, with another due 
in ust. As for his ambitions to be 
a weer, he's dead serious about it. 
, I've ever dreamed of 
doing.” he says, “I've been willing to 
fight for, even to starve for. Whatever 
I've set out fo do, I've done.” 


HE DOESN'T INTEND te give up his 
comedy work. “! love it,” he says, ‘but 
that doesn’t mean | can't go on to 
something else. And being @ serious 
director and producer is my goal.’ 

He's already producing movies — 
home movies, all the time. That's his 
hobby, h he calls it more than 
that, and he has cabinets stacked with 
reels of films he has made.
